knowledge, the Chamberlain says, that many 
public and private festivals huve been xaban- 
duned in cunsequence of his illness. He is 
deeply touched by these manifestations of sym- 
pathy, but is pained by the thought tbat his ill- 
ness, Which is likely to be protracted, should 
produce such @ disturbance of sociai life. He 
therefore desires that all proposed fétes should 
proceed, especially in view of the fact that a 
decided improvement appears in his condition.

VIENNA, Dee. 13.—The Fremdenblatt at- 
tributes tue rumors of Count Kalnoky’s resigna- 
tion to Boerse manceuvres, and says that all the 
conjectures of the Austrian and fureign press 


were based upon a ramor which well-informed 
persons never for a moment credited, 

Auvother military conference was held to-day, 
the Emperor presiding. The devisions of the 
first conference were discussed in detail. Eleven 


engineer officers will start for Galicia immedi- 
ately to examine fortresses, railway bridges, 
&o. Archduke Albrecht will not go to Galicia 
as he had int ‘nded. 

Gen. Komuroff has been appointed to the com- 
mand of the Russian troops massing between 
Ivangorod and Lublin. 

The Neue Freie Presse expresses gratitude for 
Germany’s concern inAustria’s behalf, but fears 
that by following Germany’s pressing advice 
Austria might provoke Russia. “ We are anx- 
ious, therefore,” says the Presse, ‘ that there 
shonld be no doubt among Russians as to Aus- 
tria’s peaceful disposition.” 


BERLIN, Dec. 13,—The National Zeitung 
and other papers are raising a protest against 
semi-ofiicial newspapers continuing to disturb 
the public ind to the detriment of business. The 
only apparent object, says the National Zeitung, 
of the recent press campaign was to atartle Aus- 
tria from her ‘comforting military optimism.” 


PRESIDENT CARNOT’S MESSAGE. 
A PROGRAMME OF HARMONY AND PEACE 
LAID OUT. 

Paris, Dec. 18.—President Carnot’s mes- 
gage was sent to the Chambers to-day. In it he 
says that he is fully sensible of the honor con- 
ferred upon him by his election to the Presi- 
dency and of the great duties intrusted to him. 
His appointment clearly proclaims that Par- 
liament has resolved to put aside all causes for 
disagreement, and that regard for the vital in- 
terests of the country and legitimate influence 
abroad calls for a union of alf representatives 
devoted to the nation and animated by a com- 
mon patriotism. For him, upon whom has fallen 
the honor of uniting the suffrages of the differ- 
ent sections, the first duty is to show that he 
himself is penetrated with a spirit of concord. 
The Government will, therefore, endeavor to 
facilitate harmony by calling upon the members 


of the Legislature to work on common ground 
for the moral and material interests of the na- 
tion. With appeasement, security, and confi- 
dence the Goverument hopes to secure to the 
country steady progress aud practical reforms 
ealculated to encourage industry, strengiben 
credit, and produce a revival of busivess. 
Preparations are being made for a great 
industrial exhibition in 1889. The Govern- 
ment desires to give consideration to 
meusures affecting labor, public hygiene, 
and national thrift, and it especially wishes to 
study aud improve the financial condition so as 
to effect an equilibrium between the revenue 
and expenditure and to simplify the adminis- 
trative and judicial systems. The Government 
is also solicitous to give a large share of atten- 
tion to the land and sea forces. ** It is for the 
Chambers,” continues the message, ** to endow 
the Government with power to execute ths 
prograinme, which will prepare for the country 
a lasting era of peaceable and fruitfui activity, 
and thns give Europea precious pledge of the ar- 
dent desire of France tu strengthen the general 
peace and assist in the development of gooa 
relations between the powers, Strong in your 
support, the Government will be a vigilant and 
resolute guardian of the Constitution avd laws 
of France. Thus, respected abroad and calm 
aud prosperous at home, the nation will be able 
to prepare actively for a fitting celebration of 
the great coming centenary.” The message was 
well received. After it had been read the 
Chambers adjourned until Thursday. 

M. Tirard, Prime Minister and Minister of 
Finanee, will introduce a bill asking for a pro- 
visional budget for three months, 

The formation of tbe Tirard Ministry was 
brought about by the threat of President Carnot 
to resign if M. Tirard refused to go ahead with 
the task. [tis now ealled *Carnot’s Cabinet.” 
The organ of M. Clémenceau and other Radical 
organs make violent attacks on the new Gov- 
ernment, which, it is expected, will collapse 
after the holidays, 

The court of arraignment has pronounced 
that no case has been established against M. 
Wilson, M. Grévy’s son-in-law, in connection 
with the decoration seandals. The charges 
against him have therefore been dropped. The 
charges against Gragnon and Garon have also 
been dismissed. Mme. Limouzin has been 
mulcted for the costs of the trial. 

The Senate has proclaimed the expulsion of 
Gen, d’Andlau on the ground that he is liable to 
arrest if he uttempts to sit in the Senate. 

The members of the Extreme Left and Rad- 
ieal Left will meet to-morrow to make arrange- 
ments respecting the attitude to be adopted by 
thers bodies toward the provisional budget pro- 
wal.

Lonpbon, Dec. 13.—The Cabinet has de- 
elded to reassemble Parliament on Feb. 7. The 
Government will try to limit the debate on the

Liberuls did not wish to declare that the dissi- 
dents were beyond the pale of the party. On 
the contrary, they wished to bring about a re- 
union. But it Was impossible to achieve 
reunion by the suapension of the [rish 
question, Not all the power of Luvord 
Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone united could 
do that, [(** Hear, hear!"| If the Government 
undertook to settle the Irish question upona 
reasonable basis of self-government they would 
have the hearty support of the Liberals. It 
would be better for the Government to try to 
settle the Irish question than to follow their 
present course, which tended to take trom the 
[rish all respect for the law. 

The American Clubin Lundon gave a banquet 
this eveuing to United States Minister Phelps. 
Sir Edward Thornton, formerly British Minister 
at Washington presided. Mr. Phelps, respond- 
ing toa toast offered by Prof. Tyndall, expressed 
fervent hopes for the prosperity of the club. 
Many American residents prominent in social 
and financial cirles were present.

Boston, Dec. 13.—Mayor O’Brien was re- 
elected to-day, but by a very much reduced ma- 
jority over that of last year. Then, when there 
was @ labor candidate in addition to the regular 
Republican candidate 1n the field, Mayor O’Brien 
bad a plurality of nearly 5,000. This year, with 
only one opposing candidate, he had only

When Mr. ives reached the yearning presence 
of Justive Kiibreth he found that his friend of 
last Summer, Julius Dexter of Cincinnati, was 
the prompter of the court’s desire to get a 
wider Wall-street acquaintance. Mr. Dexter 
was on hand. He had wade an attidayit uc- 
cusing Ives of ‘‘graud larceny,” aud these 
were his allegations: 

On the 6th of lust June a certain draft drawn 
by the First National Bank of Cincinnati to the 
order of the Cinciunati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Railroad Company for $100,000, and indursed 
by the Assistant Treasurer of the company, F. 
H. Short, wasstolen by Henry 8S. Ives. ‘he draft 
was the property of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
aud Dayton Raiiroad Company. It was num- 
bered 4, The said draft had been sent to Henry 
8. Ives as Trusteo of the Cinciunati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad Company to be turned 
over to A, McKeen, President of the 
Terre Haute and = Indianapolis Railroad 

Jompany, in part paymént vf $889,500, which 
was due to the Terre Haute Railroad Company 
for stock purchased by the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad Company. Ives, instead 
of indorsing and delivering the said draft tothe 
order of Presitept McKeen, as required, it Is 
alleged, indorse:d it to the order of Henry 8. Ives 
& Co., of which George H. Stayner and Thowas 
C. Doremus were copartners with Ives, and de- 
posited it with the American Exchange National 
Bauk of New- York to the credit of the firm. 

Ives listened to the reading of the affidavit, 
flushed a little, bit his lips a little, and let bis 
eyes wander around the court rvew as if much 
perplexed to make out just why he was te be 
worried and flurried over a tritie of one single 
hundred thousand dollars gone wrong. 

“ Are you prepared to meet these proceedings 
now ?” asked Justice Kilbreth. 

“No; oh no!” answered Mr. Ives. *‘ This isa 
matter for litigation, perhaps; but, of course, it 
isn’t seriously supposed tuat 've done anything 
to bring me inte a criminal court.” 

The young man smiled just then very per- 
ceptibly. it might have been at his own rollick- 
ing humor or ‘it might have been because 
Thomas Africanus, valet and moralist, loomed 
up in the dvorway just ahead of the hani- 
sumest man at the New-York Bar—Edyar 
Johuson, pariner of Gov.

Mr. Ives, after the court was through with 
him, talked over this familiarity that the court 
hud taken wiih him to a TiMkEs reporter. 

“Why, I don’t understand what it means at 
all,” he said. “This man Julius Dexter isa 
Cincinnati man and a very nice fellow—so I 
have always thought. 1 lked him so weil, in 
fact, that 1 put him in asa Director of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Road during wy 
admiuistration, giving him some of my own 
stock so as to qualify him. Now, about the 
purchase of the Vandalia road and the $100,000 
be says I embezzled, stole, appropriated, or 
something. The transaction was a very simple 
one. When the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton bought the Vandatia, I, as ‘Trustee of tue 
former road, went to Terre Haute to complete 
the purchase, taking with me about $1,000,000, 
which had been drawn from Ives & Co. and 
otber firms with whom the Cincinnati, 
Huauwiiton and Dayton had money. After the 
purchase I found that I had about $100,000 left 
over—in checks I believe—which 1 hauded to 
the President of the rvad [Ive’s partner, Ghorge 
Staynor} who deposited it with the firm of Ives 
& Co., for the road., Supposing thatlI did take 
$100,000, it was only robbing myself. Seven- 
eights of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
was owned by Ives & Co. Outside stockholders 
held one-eighth only. Considering 
that Ives & Co. owed the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton between $7,000,000 
and $8,000,V00, and the road is suing for it now, 
this affair over $100,000 is beyoud my compre- 
hension. 1 don’t know what 1t meuns. Why, 
what else could I have done with the money? 
This arrest must have been instixated by some- 
body who wishes to injure us,” 

Ana Mr. Ives tovk of his dainty gold-rimmed 
spectacles, rnvbed them vigurously, and went 
lis way, pondering deeply on the problem 
of whether “ one-eighth” really had any right 
to make trouble because “ seven-eignts” wanted 
to be spry and “* embezzle, appropriate, or some- 
thing.” 

Mr. Dexter, at whose instance l ves is arrested, 
wasn’t inclined to tuke newspaper men ixzto his 
contidence as to the why and the where- 
fore of this latest move aguinst his ex- 
co-Magnate, but a special dispatch = re- 
ceived iate last night from  Cinciunati 
suid that Judge W. M. Ramsey, attorney for the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad Com- 
pany and a member of the Board of Directors, 
Stated, with reference to the arrest, that it is in 
accordance with the action taken at arecent 
ineeting of the board. More than this will not 
be disclosed. 

Thus is emphasized one part of the lesson of 
yesterday, but part Ii—that the Cinciunati 
iuind doves love the change—thatis to be celo- 
brated in yet a further paragraph.

DESERTING MANAGER LOCKE. 


NATIONAL OPERA SINGERS REFUSING TO 
SING WITHOUT SALARY. 

Kansas City, Dec. 13.—The National 
Opera Company isin dire straits, notwithstand- 
ing the statements of Manager Locke on Satur- 
day that the company would leave Kansas City 
in better condition than when it came. Last 
night the company was due to appear at Leaven- 
worth. The members repaired to the Union 
Station at 11 o’clock, but were forced to wait 
there several hours, Finally, when their spe- 
cial train started, it was discovered that the 


principal tenor, Eloi Sylva; Miss Sophia Traub- 
man, Mra. Sylva, and several others were not on 
board. At 8:25 o'clock these, with a few others, 
boarded a train bound fur 8t. Louis, Sylva said 
he had not received bis salary and was go- 
ing back to Europe. Miss Traubman and the 
others declared theirintention of hastening to 
New-York. In consequence of this sudieu de- 
sertion and the swall advance sale of seats at 
Leavenworth the date there was canceled and 
the disrupted party went on to St. Joseph, where 
it is announced tossing to-night. 

With one or two exceptions none of the com- 
pany has received his or her salary. Fursch- 
Madi is not among the disappointed ones, as she 
would pot sing unless paid in advance. Manager 
Locke spent to-dayin the city trying 1o raise 
funds. He claims that the arrangement made in 
New-York between himself and the manavers of 
the Warder Grand Opera House of this city was 
that he should be paid $11,000 as svon as it 
should come into the box office. It is claimed 
that this ayreement was broken, that the wan- 
agers used a large partof the receipts due Mr. 
Locke in paying expenses fur which tney alone 
were responsibie.

THAT DUEL IN PARIS. 


MR. POTTER’S PISTOL PRACTICE WITH 
SENOR CARMONA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Deo, 13.—Private letters 
received from Paris yesterday give ad@itional 
details of the duel of Thomas Potter with Sefior 
Carmona. They announce that Mr. Potter was 
not killed, as at first reported, and, that though 
he was seriously wounded, he is now out of dan- 
ger. The duel grew outof a remark made by 
Carmona concerning a young lady of respecta- 
bie standing. Sefior Carmona and Mr. Potter 
had been close friends for twoor three years, 


but the remark was construed by Mr. Potter as a 
“gross Insult’ to himself. The meeting took 
Place in the forestof st. Germain at an early 
hour in the morning. Mr. Potter's seconds were 
Vicomte de Bury ana Paul Gilardeau. Benor 
Carmona’s ascouds were Gen. Guesada and 
Rene Luffon, an advocate of the Court of Ap- 
penls. The weapons chosen were pistols. 

The meeting took place st adistance of 25 
yards. It was agreed thatif the tirst shot ex- 
changed should result in nothing two more 
should be fired. The tirst passed by harmless, 
but with the second Carmoua auffered a slight 
wound in the ankle and Potter fell into the arms 
of one of bis seconds with a bullet in his side. 
Honor was then declared to be satistied. Senor 
Carmona politely expressed his regrets. Mr. 
Potter, who, having as pvlitely received them, 
was burried away in a cab to his apartments. 
Physicians were called and probed for the bul- 
let, but were unable to extractit. Feverand in- 
flammation arising made any further search 
dungerous, aud the surgeons abaudoned the en- 
deavor. The surgeons are now tncined to be- 
lieve that as Mr. Potter grows strouger the 
bullet will gradually work its way to the sur- 
face, Whence it may be taken out without much 
trouble, or where, evenif allowed to remain, it 
cannot be a source of further danger. 

Sefor Carmona 18 & Weaithy Cuvan planter, 
who has been living in Paris for three years or 
lore, reading law. Mr. Potter, who is well 
known here, is ason of the late Thomas Potter 
of Princeton. His mother was Miss Norris of 
this city, a mewber of the old family of that 
name. shortly after marriage Mr. and Mrs. Pot- 
ter took up their residence here, where Mr. Pot- 
ter was born and reared. They went a great 
deaiinto fashionable society. Their relations, 
however, were not altogether happy, and after 
Mr. Potter’s death Mrs. Potter, with her son and 
her daughter Maud, went abroad and took up 
her residence in Paris. The children were edu- 
cated there, and Mr. Potter, whois now only 22

Mr. Potter has many relations in fashionable 
eociety here. He is a nephew of Mrs, Dundas 
Lippincott, who was Miss Potter of Princeton 
and isa cousin of James Potter, who married 
Miss Sturgis, a daughter of Mrs. Robert Sturgis, 
who was Miss Inches of Boston. He was alsu a 
cousin of Meredith Norris, who was killed in a 
raijrvad accident in the Sumwer of 1835, while 
returning from the races at Sheepshead Bay.

The above 
amounts were borrowed mouey, and for that 
rehson preferred. Tne failure caused much 
surprise on the Street, a3 the firm was known to 
be doing a big business. The wuiembers of the 
firm are Orlando H. Searle aud Theophilus 
Vanneman. ‘They had been in business 
17 years ana had steadily grown from a small 
concern to be one of the largest novion houses In 
the cits, having done a business last year of 
over $1,000,0U0. Theirexpenses were heavy, 
and a short time ago they found it uevessary to 
put out cousiderable paper. When the paper 
begun to mature the firm found they could not 
lake it up as they had also large 
merchandise accounts to settle. It was 
thought best to make an assignment, and if pus- 
sible secure a settiement which would enable 
them to go on with the business. With this end 
in view all the creditors—between 200 and 300 
—were nititied last night, though &® num- 
ber knew of the failure eariy in the 
day. The majority of tbe merchandise 
creditors are in New-York and Boston 
though quite a number of Piiladelphia huuses 
are interested. Mr. Searle thougut a satisfac- 
torypsettiement could be made with the eredit- 
ors. * Quite a number of Philadelpiia aud New- 
York creditors saw us to-day,” said be, “ and as- 
sured us of their friendship forsuch a settiement 
as would enable us to centinue the business. [| 
aw almust satisfied such an arrangement will be 
effected. John Sparhawk, Jr., counsel for the 
firm, thinks they will be able to makea favor- 
able offer, and tbat satisfactory arrangements 
will be made for carrying on the business.”

HOW A BANK WAS BROKEN, 

ToronTo, Ontario, Dec. 13.—At a stormy 
meeting of the shareholders of the broken Cen- 
tral Bank, held here to-day, the causes of the 
failure were plainly set forth. It came out that 
the assets of the bank amount to $2,591,300, 
consisting chiefly of notes and bills made by al-

It was shown that there is due to the bank by 
the Directors $200,000, and there is only one of 
the Directors who owes the bank nothing. One 
of the most unwise transactions of the bank wus 
the loun of $100,000 to a local stock broker by 
the manager without the consent of the Direet- 
ors and in face of the fact that the latter had re- 
fused on a previous occasion to joan this broker 
money asked for. The shareholders wilt be liable 
for double the amount of their shares.

RECIPROCITY. 

@EREAT BRITAIN RESPONSIBLE IF THE 
NEGOTIATIONS FAIL — NEW-YORK’S 
PATRONAGE—POSTAL TELEGRAPHY.’ 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—It is believed 
tbat if the Canadian representative on the Fish- 
eries Commission returns to Washington as de- 
termined to have a treaty of reciprocity as he 
was when the commission took ite recess, thero 
will be grave doubt about reachirg the satisfac- 
tory conclusion hoped for by Mr. Bayard as the 
result of their meeting. Sir Charies Tupper’s 
offer of inshore fisning privileges, in addition te 
recognition of full rights to American vessels of 
all kinds in Canadian waters, to be taken 
only upon condition that an undesirable 
reciprocity treaty shall -be ratified. is 
not at all dilikely to be accepted. 

The attempt to put the failure of the commis- 

sion, if it does fail, upon Canada will not be 

made by the State Department. Tie United 

States is treating with Great Britain. If Great 

Britain desires to reach a concinsion fair to the 

United States and honorable to its colony it wili 

not permit the political ambitions of either of 

the Commissioners to prevent the adoption of a 

treaty. The taik about atreaty of reciprocity af 

this time is useless for one reason above ali 
others. Congress is about to attempt 

& reduction of tariff duties. It would not 

do that and at the same time make az 

arrangement with Canada that would 


affect the revenues. Mr. Belmont, in talking 
adout this matter to-day, said that he did not see 
how it could be expected that the House would 
favorably consider legislation to carry out @ 
reciprocity treaty atthe same time that it wa 
perfecting a new tariff schedule. Ifa wate mee 
treaty was ratified before the tariff was re-iuced, 
& readjustment would have to follow to suit the 
reductions. Judging from the manner in which 
other reciprocity treaties had been disposed of 
in the House, it seemea to him that tbe Can- 
adiang should have little reasou. to hope for 
favorable legislation upon @ treaty of that kind’ 
in their behaif.

“MIKE” DADY AND JAMES BIRKETT ON

Senator Chandler has introduesd a bill to reg- 
ulate the holding of Congressional elections in 
South Carolina, Fiorida, Mississippi, and Louis- 


jana. It provides for the appointment by the 
President, with the adyice and consent of the 
Senate, of four supervisors ot election for each 
Congreasionval district in the States to which the 
measure applies, whe are required to subdivide 
the districts iato a sufficient number of voting 
preeinets. In each precinct the Circuit Court of 
the Unitea States is to appoint four inspect- 
ers and two poll clerks, who are to make a 
registration of the voters and condnot Con- 
gressional elections. The supervisora are to act 
as’ @ canvassing board, to receive the returns 
from the inspectors, and ascertain and deciare 
the result of the election. The supervisors, in- 
spectors, and poll clerks are to be divided equal- 
ly between the two principal political parties. 
The measure is made applicavle only to the 
States of South Carolina, Florida, Mississippi, 
and Louisiana, It is elaborately drawn, and 
contains minute provisions governing the whole 
matter of registration and conduet of elections, 
together with penalties for election frauds, 

To a reporter who asked for an explanation of 
the theory and purpose of the bill Mr, Chandler 
gaid it was drawn upon that olanse of the Con- 
stitution which provides that the times, places, 
and manner of holding elections for Representa- 
tives in Congress shall be preacribed in each 
State by the Legislature thereof, but Congress 
may by law make or alter such regulations. He 
said the constitutional power is ample either to 
pass a general law for all States, 
ote applicable to a number of States, 
or 8 special iaw in respect to any 
particular State. In reply toa query as to his 
purpose in limiting the operation of the measure 
to the four States named he said: ‘It is my de- 
sire to secure if possible the passage of a na- 
tional election law in those States where there 
is a manifest and avowed suppression of Repub- 
lican suffrage. in Louisiana Democratic leaders 
declare their intention not to allow colored peo- 
ple to vote the Republican ticket, and have 
also asserted their intention to settle this 
question without the slightest regard to 
Northern sentiment on the pubject, Hence I 
think that both Northern sentiment and interest 
should lead to the passage of laws to limit the 
suppression of the suffrage to elections for State 
officers and give us free suffrage for national 
offices.” Mr, Chandler said his measure did not 
cover Presidential Electors fer the reason that 
the Constitution gave no authority for it, He 
expressed a belief that the bill or a similar one 
would pass the Senate and a hope that it might 
pass the House.

TESTING THE NEW ORUISER. 
—_—-- 

SUCCESSFUL IN THE SECOND DOCK TRIAL 
—A TRIP UP THE SOUND. 

The second dock trial of the United States 
steel cruiser Chicago, which came off yesterday, 
Was as successful as the first one, and the 
cruiser will be prepared at once to go down the 
Sound on her final trial trip. The engines used 
yesterday were the after ones, which are con- 
nected with the port propeller. Soon after 8 
o’clock yesterday morning steam was reported 
ready, and,as soon asaillthe lines and chains 
which held the Chicago securely to her berth 


had been once more examined, the engines were 
slowly started. As soon ag the necessary strain 
was brought te bear upon the hawsers the en- 
gineer opened his throttle, and the heavy ma- 
chinery began to turn ata rate of 35 revolutions 
per minute. 

Thua they ran for a few hours, gradually 
warming up to their test, and during the after- 
noon the engines made as high as 60 revolu- 
tions per minute, with over 80 pounds of steam 
pressure. During the firat dock trial, on Mon- 
day, the highest average of revolutions made 
was 58, with 87 pounds of steam. The horse 
power ran up to an average of 2,075, The port 
engines yesterday worked as well as the star- 
board ones the day before, and with the vessel 
once free from her deck and ont in smooth 
water it will be an easy matter to develop the 
necessary 5,000 horse power, as required by 
contract, 

The Chicago, according to contract, is not sup- 
posed to make a certain prescribed speed, but 
must make an average run with 5,000 horse 
power. To test this the eruiser is expected to 
sailfrom here to-morrow or Friday for Long 
Island Sound. All day yesterday oa gang of sail- 
ors were busily employed bringing stores 
and provisions on board ship, and prep- 
aratious were made to have everything about 
decks ship-shape to-morrow morning. The Chi- 
cago will be commanded during her coming trial 
trip by Commander Henry B, Robeson, United 
States Navy, at present Navigation Officer of the 
Brookiyr Navy Yard, while the engineer’s de- 
partment will be in charge of Chief Engineer J.

SOUGHT RELIEF IN DEATH. 


DISAPPOINTED IN LOVE MISS HICKS ENDS 
HER LIFE. 

Coroner Lindsay of Brooklyn was notified 
yesterday that Sarah Hicks, a young daughter 
of ex-Supervisor Hicks, had died suddenly at the 
residence of her brother-in-law, Frank Master- 
son, 108 Vernon-avenue, it was thought, of heart 
disease. Whon he arrived at the house and be- 
gan an investigation he soon discovered that the 
family were trying to conceal some of the facts 
inthe case. He summoned ajury and put Mr, 
Masterson and the people living in the house on 


; | the witness stand, and soon drew from them the 
railroad builders in the country. The Hazards of | 


fact that Miss Hicks had committed suicide, 
She had been very melancholy for some time and, 
through partial nervous prostration, bad been 
compelled to give up the class of little girls 
whom she taught in Public School No. 5. Al- 
though only 19 years old she was very bright 
and apt and in September, 1886, was appointed 
ateacher. She made rapid progress there until 
the beginning of the long vacation laat July. 
Then she seemed to Jose all interest in her work, 


and when school reopened in September last she 
asked for leave of absenee to Jan. 1,1888, on the 
ground ef poor health. Her request was granted, 

There is very little doubt that a love affair 
caused the youthful teachers suicide. She had 
two suitors while at No. 5 school, one of whom 
hadineurred her father’s displeasure. He was 
the one whom Miss Hicks preferred, and she was 
compelled to resort to strategy to meethim. On 
sqyeral occasions her father detected her in her 
béhavior, and family rows resulted. He insisted 
that she should marry the man of his selection. 
The girl refused, and her father ordered her to 
refuse to receive her lever. Ho then began to 
escort her to and from her school, but old Mr, 
Hicks heard of this, and he then undertook to 
see his daughter to and from her class room 
every day. This became so annoying that Miss 
Hicks finally refused to continue her labors, and 
spent most of her time at the home of her 
brother-in-law, Mr. Masterson. There, too, she 
found that her father exercised supreme control, 
anditis supposed thatin a moment of tempo- 
rary insanity, caused by brooding and nervous- 
ness, she took her own life. The post-mortem 
showed that death resulted from arsenical 
poisoning,and a box was found on her bureau 
containing the remains of a purchase of ** Rough 
on Rats,” made by Miss Hicks a few days ago. 
The Coroner discovered simply that the girl waa 
found lying on her bed dying, and that Dr. Lit- 
Ue, of Bedford-avenue, who was calied in, pro- 
nounced heart disease the cause of death. This 
occurred on Monday night, but the Coroner was 
not notified until yesterday. ‘ 

Mr. Masterson and Mr. Hicks were indignant 
at the stories of suicide, and denied that Sarah 
had had any love troubles, They referred all 
reporters to Dr. Little for proot of their asser- 
tion that death bad resulted from heart disease. 

Dr. Little was seen at hishome. He admitted 
that he told the family that Miss Hicks had died 
of heart disease, but said he did so to avoid tell- 
ing the truth about ita being a suicide. He had 
treated Miss Hicks last September when she 
suffered from nervous prostration, and he was 
told then by Mr. Hicks that the girl had had an 
exciting interview with aman who had made a 
proposal to her. Mr. Hicks said then that there 
was a yourg man in the case, and he feared tha 
mental strain was too great for bis daughter's 
brain, and that she would become insane.

ILLEGAL POOL SELLING. 


ON TRIAL* FOR MURDER, 


RENEWING ATTEMPTS TO SUPPRESS IT} A MOTHER CHARGED WITH THE POISON- 


IN THE CITY. 

It is no news to those informed in such 
matters that the jockey clubs whose head- 
quarters are in this city desire the suppression 
of the illegal bookmaking in this city. They 
have advocated it ever since the passage of the 
Ives Pool bill. So, too, have the leading book- 
makers of the city, lixe Appleby & Johnson, 
Kelly & Blias, Irving, McDonald, Davis, and a 
host of others who might be named. The 
small fry, like Levein, Lovell, De Lacey, 
Waiters, and a dozen others, whose 
names and places of business are 
as varied as the phasesof the moon, keep at their 
illegitimate business, however, defying the 


jockey clubs, the police, agd even the persistent 
Anthouy Comstock. It was news to the jockey 
clubs to learn from a morning paper yesterday 
that they were participating in a movement just 
now for a wholesale cleaning out of the crowd. 
This journal announced thst the clubs were to 
join in coneerted action to suppress these sharks 
of the sporting world by enforcing the proyvis- 
ions of the lves Pool bill, 

Now, the Ives Pool bill does not prohibit 
the making of books on racing eyents in this 
city—a fact which is not generally known. It 
simply prohibits ‘*pool soeliing.” Bookmaking 
is not pool selling, but the recording and regis- 
tering of a het, which proceeding is, however, 
illegal under the Penal Code. The Ives law is 
not violated, so faras is known intbe city at 
present, so that its enforcement will not rid the 
city of the illegal gambling now being practiced 
here. Mr, Comstock said yesterday that he was 
doing all he ceuld to suppress this evil with 
the means at hiscommand. Theseare nos large. 
Ho has, through his agents, managed to secure 
evidence which led to the conviction of 15 book- 
makers since the passage of the Ives law, but 
under the provisions of the Penal Code. He 
complains that, in spite of this fact, the jockey 
clubs have not contributed one cent to the 
society of which he is the agent to help push on 
this work they are so anxions to see successfull 
carried out. ‘* Let the jockey clubs, throug 
their employes, get evidence against these book- 
makers,” he paid, “and I will see to it that their 
viaces are broken up withia 24 hours after the 
evidence is procured. My men cannot secure 
the evidence because the bookmakers and their 
employes know my officers and will not admit 
them to their rooms. Pinkerton’s men might 
gccure the evidence for the elubs if they want it. 
Mine cannot for the reason given.” 

When Police Superintendent Murray's atten- 
tion was drawn to the fact.that it has been fresly 
asserted that the pool rooms were under police 
protection he said that such assertions would be 
fully investigated, and that he would do any- 
thing and everything in his power to put a stop 
to the business, ag to any other violation of law. 
He denied most emphatically that members of 
the foree or of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers were paid by these bookmakers to keep their 
eyes Closed to the business, such charges, partic- 
ularly as regards the Police Commissioners, be- 
ing absurd on their face,in his opinion. This 
opinion seemed well grounded, because the Com- 
missioners were as anxious as he to suppress 
this very evil. 

That the talkin raeing circles will result in re- 
newed eiforts to break up this illegitimate busi- 
ness is certain, for it has again directed public 
attention to this system of gambling, which is 
causing the loss of many hundreds of dollars 
daily on Barciay-street, the Bowery, New-street, 
and Twenty-eighth-street by boys and young 
men who ean ill afford the loss. The racing 
club men want the law enforeed 50 as to show 
the honesty of their assertion to the legislators 
that they would prevent poolselling and book- 
making except on race tracks, if possible, pro- 
viding the ives Pool bill was passed. They 
want the law continued on the statute book. 
Hence their willinguess to do allin their power 
to break up the games of the bookmakers now 
being carried on here in defiance of law and to 
the detriment of the interests of those who se- 
cured the passage of the law and are willing to 
abide by its provisions.

MANY GIRLS FRIGHTENED. 


PANIC AT A BROOKLYN FIRE—A MYS- 
TERIOUS EXPLOSION, 


One hundred men and girls were in the 
four-atory brick building at Park-avenue and 
Hall-street, Brooklyn, at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, when a loud noise like an explosion 
startled them, and in a few minutes the building 
was in flames, The fire seemed to originateina 
siuall room on the third floor, and spread with 
startling rapidity. The men and girls, all of 
whom were employed by the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Light Company, fled to the street, and in 


their haste left most of their ‘outer clothes be- 
hind them. Several of the girls fainted, and 
were carried out by their strouger companions. 
All were more or less bruised, and several had 
very bad cuts caused by falling down stairs. 

When the firemen arrived the upper portion 
of the building was in flames and beyoud con- 
trol. Several firemen were sent through the 
building searching tor any one who might poa- 
sibly have been left behind in the general rush 
for the street, but none such were found. After 
the flames had been extinguished without being 
allowed to cameg? the lower portion of the 
building, a second search was made for the 
bodies of any who had been caught, but with a 
like result, 

President Henry C, Davis of the Consolidated 
Electric Light Company said that there was 
about $50,000 worth of electric lainps and other 
stock in the building, of which he thought half 
had been destroyed. It was fully insured. The 
building, whichis owned by the Jennings Lace 
Company, was damaged to the extent of 
$10,000, fully covered by insurance. Yester- 
day’s fire was the fifth one in the building since 
its erection, 10 years ago. During its continu- 
ance the trains on the elevated roads along 
Park-avenue were blocked, but after the lapse 
of half an hour they were switched to the north 
track and proceeded on time, 

The officers of the company proveeres great 
secrecy in regard to the cause of the fire, and de- 
nied that any explosion had oceurred. Severai 
of the workmen employed on the third floor 
were positive that a barre! of explosive chemi- 
cals used in the business, and which stood in 
one corner of the room, had exploded and cast 
a flaming fluid in every direction. Fire Chief 
Nevins and Fire Marshal Lewis will endeavor 
to ascertain the real truth of this story to-day. 


WHEN THE SPRING OOMES. 


UNABLE TO START ELECTRIC STREET 
CARS THIS WINTER, 

There will be no riding in cars propelled 
by the use of electric motors through Fulton- 
street this Winter under the auspices of the 
North and East River Railway Company. The 
tracks already laid in Fulton-street will rust 
and lie unused for some time tocome. The cars 
for the road are ready and equipped with 
motors and the engines to generate the electric 
current are completed, The reason of the de- 


lay, according to the President of the road, 
Rowland R. Hazard, is a failure on the part of 
the company to make reasonable terms with the 
Bleecker-street road people for the use 
of the latter’s tracks from Fulton 
Ferry to Wiiliam-street. The Bleecker-Street 
people, it is said, want more rent than 
the new company ean afford to pay, and it may 
be that the Legislature will have to be resorted 
to by the North and East River Company in 
order to accomplish its purpose. The company 
has offered to pay the Bleecker-street people 
for every passenger that the Bleeeker-Sireet 
Road carries to William-street a full fare, but 
it has been refused. The North and East River 
Company have to pay the city 35 per cent. of 
the gross earnings, and as it must use the 
tracks of the Ninth-avenue and Dry Dock 
Roads the rentals will be considerable. The 
company asserts that by the use of electric 
motors it can afford to pay the city the bigyper- 
centage, provided that the other rentals are 
reasovable in amount, 

Mr. Hazard said that the Bently-Knight sys- 
tem was working all right. One of the cars 
made for the Fulton-street road was running in 
Alleghany City, and a portion of the pens had 
been put in use in Woonsocket. Duplieates bad 
been made for Fulton-street in their place, The 
electric car in Woonsocket takes two other loaded 
cars upa grade of 8 per cent. The armature 
revolves 2,000 times a minute and ia 10 inches 
in diameter, Ifthe car ran off the track the 
motor was powerful] enough to pull it on the 
raila again if the car was loaded with passen- 
gers, The motor had no spark end the gearing 
was noiseless, The car could be run 15 miles an 
hour. The Woonsocket road was not an experi- 
ment. It was a working road, and could be 
compared ‘honestly to the stationary engines. 
The same system would be worked on Fulton- 
street.

THE ASSESSMENT HOLDS GoOopD, 
ALBANY, Dee.

ING OF HER SON. 

Boston, Dee. 13.—The trial of Mrs. 
Sarah J! Rebinson of Somerville, who is charged 
with the murder of her sor, was continued to- 
day. The court was busy some time in consider- 
ing the law points raised by counsel, and finally 
decided not to admit any evidence concerning 
the cause of death of Lizzie Robinson or Oliver 
Sleeper. The principal evidence was given by 
witnesses who were residents at Mrs. Robin- 
son’s at the time of Willie Robinson’s death, Al- 
bert H. Sawyer testified to Willie’s sickness on 
Aug. 4, 1886, at the dinner table. Willlie called 
for tea, which was poured out by his mother. 
He took three or four swallows, and then said 
something was the matter with it. Hig mother 


ordered it removed, and asked the girl what 
was, the matter with it, to which 
the girl replied. ‘“‘ Nothing.” Willie was 
soon taken sick, and iay down on 
the lounge. Helay there most of the after- 
noon, but went into Boston about 4 o’clock and 
came home about 7, He was sick again in the 
morning and yomited several times. Witness 
saw Willis the next afternoon. He was sick at bis 
stomach, and said his head felt bad. Saw Willie 
again Friday afternoon; he was still siek and 
had more pain in the bowels; saw him on Satur- 
day and Sunday, his sickness still continuing, 
and on Monday he was a little worse. Witness 
was not with Willie when he died, but was in 
the heuse about two hours that morning, No- 
body but Mrs. Robinson and Mr. Smith took care 
of Willie, Witness was a boarder in the family 
when Thomas Arthur Freeman, an adopted son 
of Mrs. Robinson, died. The witness was quite 
positive that none but Willie drank tea at dinner. 

Jessie MeDonald, the servant girl employed 
by Mrs. Robinson for some months previous to 
Wilhe’s death, testified to Willie’s sickness at 
the dinner table on the 4th of August. Mrs. Rob- 
inson spoke from the dining room, and asked 
what was the matter with the tea. Witness said 
she didn’t know; she had made the tea in a tin 
teapot that had been in use several weeks; saw 
Willie lying on the lounge sick after dinner; saw 
him sick in bed the same evening. He said he 
had a terrible headache, and asked for a cup of 
ginger tea, which wituess made. Willie got up 
the next morning and wanted to go to work, but 
was not able to; he vomited several times during 
the day. Mrs. Marshall and Mr. Smith were there 
that day, also Mrs. Robinson. The physician 
was sent for that day, Thursday, and in the 
evening when witness wanted to go in to see 
Willie, Mrs. Robinson said he was too sick to be 
seen. Witness did not wait on Willie friday, 
theugh she made himsome gruel. Mrs. Robin- 
son and Mr. Smith went away Friday afternoon, 
the former saying that she was going for some 
money. Bbe did not say how much she was 
going to get. Mr. Smith returned about 5 
o’clock and Mrs. Robinson about 6:30 o'clock. 
A telegram came while they were gone. Willie’s 
condition on Saturday was about the same aa on 
Friday, His mother took care of him. Witness 
left on Sunday, haying had some trouble with 
Mrs. Robinson, and didnotgo back until Monday, 
when she went only to get her clothes. Witness 
did not see Willie again, 

Mrs. Belle M. Clough testified regarding the 
endeavors made by Mrs. Robinson to induce her 
son to join the order of,Pilgrim Fathers. 

Misa Fiora A. Stanwood was called, and the 
counsel for the Government desired to introduce 
evidence relating to the death of Lizzie Robin- 
son, and to show a possible motive for Mrs. Rob- 
inson’s desire that hergon should join the benefit 
order of the Pilgrim Fathers, but this was ruled 
inadmissible. Judge Field ruled that all evi- 
dence as to the mannerof death of Sleeper or 
Lizzie Robinsen would not be admitted unless 
the defense should be set up that Mrs. Robingon 
did not know the effect of deadly poisons, in 
which case the Government might rebut by 
showing her knowledge. Anything that Mrs, 
Robinson said might be introduced. 

The testimony of Flora Stanwood was then 
taken in regard to a conversation with Mrs. 
Robinson just before Lizzie’s death. At that 
time Mrs. Robinson said that she didn’t know 
what she should do if her darling child died; she 
said further that she wished Lizzie had never 
joined the old thing, meaning the Pilgrim Fath- 
ers, for all her family that joined it aled. So far 
as Witness knew, the relations of Mrs. Robinson 
and her children were affectionate, 

Dr. James A. Dow of Cambridge testified that 
he attended Oliver Sleeper in his last sickness. 
Sleeper lived with the Robinsons and was cared 
forchiefly by Mrs. Robinson. The witness was 
here confined by the conrtto telling only of 
symptoms that Sleeper exhibited in Mrs. Robin- 
son’s presence, and he said that Sleeper com- 
plained of pains in the stomach and heaii,vomit- 
ingand nausea. Mrs, Robinson had aconversation 
with witness two days before Sleeper’s death, in 
which she suggested—referring to his symptoms 
—that he had been poisoned; witness did not 
suggest poisoning to her. 

Dr. D. M. Edgerly of Cambridge corroborated 
the previous witness. 

Thomas R. Smith was then called,and testified 
thatin 1886 he lived in Hyde Park with his 
wife and children. He had known Mrs, Robin- 
son five or six years. He had known the fam- 
ily more inti: :ately in 1885, for he was sent for 
that time to come and see Mre, Robinson, who 
was quite sick; Mrs.’ Robinson wished to see 
witness about getting the insurance on her 
busband’s life. Witness'’s visits to the house 
from that time up to Lizzie’s sickness were in 
relation to that insurance. 
made four visits during that time.

JHE WHOLE SIXTH WARD 
MOURNING A FRIEND. 
ALL SORTS AND CONDITIONS OF MEN | 
GATHER TO PAY THE LAST HONORS 

TO A MUCH-LIKED MAN. 


For some hours yesterday morning there 
WAS & great crowd of persons in and about the 
house in City Hall-place where Jere Hartigan 
flied and St. Andrew’s Roman Catholic Church. 
In Duane-street, where his funeral services were 
held. While the services were in progress the 
broad steps and sidewalk could not begin to hold 
the overflow, which spread out along both sides 
of Duane-street nearly to Chatham on one side 
and beyond City Hall-place on the other, and 
blocked tho immediate approaches to the 
church. In every direction the curbstones were 
lined with carriages, and at nearly every win- 


dow in the shops and factories and in tho tow- 
ering dwellings thereabout were faces that 
Watched with evidently deep interest the large 
crowd outdoors, while waiting patiently for 
those tn the church to come ont. 

AtSinthe morning the faithful who flocked 
to St. Andrew's for early mission mass saw 

opie going in and out of the apartment 
ouse where Jera died. They had been 
coming and going all night, and did not 
stop until 10 o’aleck yesterday morning, 
when the coffin was closed and carried across 
the street to the church. Fully 1.000 peoplo 
stood by when this was done, and half of that 
number filed into the church behind the pall 
dearers and the mourners. There were 
all ages and conditions among those who 
gathered to pay tribute to the cher- 
ished memory of Jere Hartigan.  Silk- 
tied, sleek-dressed politicians rubbed elbows 
against the rags and patches of Mulberry 
Bend, and the white-haired and tottering 
steod with children, eager and silent, clustered 
about them. Nor was only the Sixth Ward, 
where Jere lived, representedin the gathering. 
His friends from east of Chatham-street, in the 
oid Fourth, and from the Seventh, further up 
town on ons side and the Fourteenth on the 
wther, were also there, and politicians, court otii- 
cers, and the like in large numbers. Those who 
knew him only as a genial companion and those 
who knew him better as a neighbor and blessed 
him for his kind heart and open purse joined in 
this homage to his worth, Many honest tears 
felifor the man whose sympathy for the mis- 
fortunes for others left him in his last days with 
nothing worth a dollar, except the few shovels- 
fnl of earth that were to cover him, and many 
hearts felt grateful to Peter Delacey, who ap- 
preciated Jere Well enough to send him on bis 
last journey fittingly. 

The oceasion brought to many who had feared 
that Jere might not get as fine a funeral as he 
feserved, a pleasant sense of comfort and satis- 
faction. No handsomer coffin ever went into 
the Sixth Ward. It was a cofiin fit for a 
millionaire, declarec the undertaker, and every 
one felt better for it. The arrangement to 
have the requiem mass celebrated over the 
body in the chureh was also an honor that 
Jero’s friends appreciated. It is custom- 
ary to have the requiem after the 
burial, but what the richest and best can 
afford was felt to be none too good for Jere. 
Six ciltsingle candlesticks had been brought 
down from the altar to shine upon the coffin in 
the aisle. They were draped as were the rich 
trimmings of the altar. Then there were four 
—— to pray for Jerry’s soul—also an unusual 
noner. The Assistant Pastor, the Rev. pr. 
Woods, officiated, the Rev. Father Owens acting 
as deacon, the Rev. Father Hopper of the Paul- 
ist Order as sub-deacon, and the Rev. Father 
MeGean of St. Peter’s as master of ceremonies. 
Charies Wels, the venerable organist, took per- 
sonal charge of the music, and a quartet of 
soloists sang the beautiful service us though 
they feit how impressive it was meant to be. 

These accessories would of themselves have 
made the funeral histerical in the Sixth Ward. 
When ibey were combined with the remarkable 
gathering assembled from many quarters and 
all walks of life the faneral was pronounced 
without dissent the greatest ever held in that 
neighboriood. In the front pews on one 
side,in the shadow of the coflin, sat the pall 
bearers, Warden Walsh nearest the aisle and in 
front, and William F. Conran, John Hallinan, 
Pecer Delacey, George Solomon. Nicholas Organ, 
Patrick Wolf, and Timothy J. Snilivan, member 
of Assembly.

The trunk line Presidents settled down 
yesterday to one of the most important meet- 
ingsthey have held in Commissioner Fink's 
oftice for along time. Before them for discus- 


; sion was the question of restoring to.the old 


figures the rates on dressed and live meat 
shippea from Chicago to the seaboard. These 
rates have been anything but satisfactory to the 
trunk lines lately. The Grand Trunk has been 
sticking to its demand for a differential, and, 
failing to get it, has beea cutting rates in the 
liveliest kind of a way, at such a pace that only 


the Vanderbilt lines have kept in the race, 
while the other roads drew out and declared 
that the business Was not worth taking at the 
figures quoted. 

The meeting yesterday was well attended. Jo- 
aeph Hickson, General Traffic Manager of the 
Grand Trunk, the Canadian destroyer of peace, 
was there to represent his company, while W. J. 
spicers, General Manager, and G. B. Reeves, 
Traitic Manager. represented the reat of the 
Canadian combination, the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk Railway. President Chauncey M. bepew 
and Vice-President H. J. Hayden were there for 
the New-York Central ana Hudson River Road; 
Traflic Manager J. B. Musson for the West Shore; 
President King, Viee-President 8 M. Felton, 
and Freight Traffic Manager Vatlliant for the 
New-York, Lake Erle and Western; President 
George B. Roberts, Vice-President Frank 
Thompson, and John 8 Wilson, General Freight 
Traffic Manager, for the Pennsylvania; B. A. 
Hegeman, General Traflic Manager, for the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western; Samuel 
Spencer and General Traffic Manager Frank 
Harriott for the Baltimore and Ohio; Commis- 
sioner George B. Blanchard, of the Central 
Traffic Association, President John Newell of 
the Lake Shore, President H. B. Ledyard of 
the Michigan Central, President Caldwell of 
the Nickel Plate, President M. FE. Ingalls of the 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis and Chicago, 
and ‘Traftic Manager G. G. Cocheran of the 
New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, represented 
the Western roads. 

The railroad men discussed the question of 
differential rates on dressed and live meats, and 
agreed that the rates on these freights here- 
after should be determined from time to time, 
as shenid be necessary, by Commissioner Fink, 
acting for the trunk lines, and Commissioner 
Blanchard, acting for the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation, It was decided that these rates should 
be restored at once—after the 10 days’ warning 
to the public required by the inter-State com- 
merce law of course—to the fleures given by the 
tariff in force on Noy. 14. This tariff made the 
rate on dressed beef 65 cents per hundred 
pounds, and on live stock 35 cents. 

The Grand Trunk, by its fight, has certainly 
shown its power to generally demoralize dressed 
beef rates, and its demand thatit be allowed a 
aitferential on these freights, has been practical- 
ly acceded to. The meeting was adjourned for 
another session to-day, at which an eifort will be 
made to decide upon the differential to be al- 
lowed the Grand Trunk and the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk Railways by the American lines, 
if the representatives of the railroads cannot 
agree upon thié, the question will be turned over 
to Commissioners Fink ard Blanchard, who will 
determine whatis the proper allowance to be 
made the Canadian system for its longer, and 
consequently less direct route, from Chicago to 
the seaboard. 

it will be remembered that when the railroaa 
Presidents had a meeting about a month ago the 
Grand Trunk insisted upon its demand for a 
differential, and wanted a month’s trial given the 
rates itnamed. Failing to get this concession 1t 
was for a month’s fight, notin a spirit of wick- 
edness, but in vw desire for the information to be 
had only by experiment. Thetighthas been had, 
rates have been cut to about 50 per cent. of the 
old tariffs, and now the roads are sending their 
representatives to arrange for peace and harmo- 
ny again. Itis said by officials high in rank and 
influence that all the roads are anxious fora 
settlement of the existing troubles and a return 
to remunerative tariff charges on dressed meats, 
&e. Yesterday Mr. Hiekson and the other 
representatives of the Canadian lines told 
inquirers that they would be glad to see 
everybody—irom the _ railroad point of 
view—working in harmonyagain; and beyond 
that they wouldn’t go, inasmuch as they were 
awaiting the developments of to-day’s meeting, 
To the shippers one point is plain—the railroads 
are going to stop rate cutting ifitis possible to 
do so. 
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PRESBYTERIAN HOSPITAL 
‘STANDS ALONE. 

The action of the Presbyterian Hospital 
in withdrawing from the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association has created considerable 
comment among those who have the interests of 
the association at heart, The withdrawal, as 
stated by Trustees of the institution, was due to 
the action of the association in modifying the 
system of designated gifts. When the Presby- 
terian Hospital came into the association one of 


the objects stated in the constitution of the asso- 
ciation was to foster and stimulate the civing of 
designated gifts, and that the adoption of two 
days for the giving of gifts for hospital purposes 
might direct general attention to the charity. 
More recently there had been a disposition on 
the part of the association to restrict the giving 
of designated gifts. First a rule was adopted 
that no hospital on the two designated days 
should solicit gifts, and, tinally, the by-law which 
provided for a deduction of 25 per cent. from 
the apportionment of any hospital receiving 
more than $1,000 in designated gifts. 

The Trustees of the Presbyterian Hospital, 
according to Walter Edwards, who is a member 
of that board, felt that nothing should be done 
which would causs a diminution of the appor- 
tionment to the hospital, simply because itsown 
particular friends, who had been interested in 
its work from its organization under Presby- 
terlan auspices, desired to make their special 
gifts toit. They had fought the modifying rules 
adopted by the association, and, of course, being 
compelled to bow to the will of the majority, 
there was nothing left them but to withdraw 
from the association. Hereafter collections in 
the Presbyterian churches would be made “for 
hospital purposes.” Any person was free to 
designate any institution in the city, and if wish- 
ing to eontinue to the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association he could do s0 by mention- 
ing that designation on a piece of paper accom- 
panying the gift. If no designation was made, 
the amount, of course, would go to the Presby- 
terian Hospital. Mr, Edwards said that there 
was no feeling against the association, and that 
its work was believed to be a good one, 

Ex-Judge Hooper C. Van Vorst, who explained 
the position of the hospital to the New-York 
Presbytery, said that he was not connected 
with the hospital. He bad presented the resolu- 
tion as handed to him. He would be sorry if any 
injury should come to the hospitals through the 
withdrawalof the Presbyterian Hospital. He 
was 8ureit was not done with any sectarian 
feeling, for the Presbyterian Hospital had 
always been opento all. Last year there had 
been 900 Catholics treated in the institution to 
700 persons of other Protestant creeds. Any 
one was welcome to the institution who was in 
need of hospital care. 

According to the report of the Saturday and 
Sunday Association for 1886, the Presbyteriau 
churches gave $6,458 27 to the undesignated 
fund. From the same churches $3,517 37 was 
designated to certain hospitals, the most, of 
course, to the Presbyterian. The Presbyterian 
Hospital received $5,254 53 of designated 
funds, and was alloted $3,625 67 from the un- 
designated fund, in all receiving $8,880 20. Of 
this amount $2,428 98 was designated to it by 
the Broadway Tabernacle, a Congregational 
society.

A BANK OFFIOIAL ON TRIAL 


FOR MISAPPLICATION OF THE FUNDS 
OF THE FIDELITY BANK. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 13,—The trial of Ben- 
jamin E, Hopkins, late Assistant Cashier of the 
Fidelity National Bank, began this morning in 
the United States court, Judge Sage presiding 
alone, The indictment was statedin substance to 
the defendant to be a charge of misapplication 
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of the funds of the Fidelity National Bank, and | 


of making false entries in the books of the bank. 
To this the defendant pleaded not guilty. The 
jurors summoned were then called and sworn 
to answer questions touching their fitness to 
serve on this trial. The slow process of their 
examination then began. Assistant District 


Attorney J. E. Bruce conducts the prosecution. 
Mr. Warner E. Bateman appears for the defend- 
ant. 

Ten of the jurymen are farmers, One is & 
stock dealer, and the twelfth is a bookbinder. 
Mr. Bruce, for the Government, stated that they 
expected to show that Hopkins had at one time 
misapplied $800,000 of the Fidelity Bank’s 
funds, and $70,000 at another time; that he had 
drawn personal checks upon the bank for large 
suma when he bad no funds to draw upon, and 
that he had made false entries in the books of 
the bank representing $1,000,000 used in the 
Wilshire wheat deal. 

Mr. Bateman, for the defense, said they wonld 
prove that the defendant was not aware of what 
was being donein the bank; that he signed im- 
proper drafts when handed to him with others 
by Harper, not knowing their nature. 

Frank A. Armstrong, now employed in the Cin- 
cinnati Post Ottice, but recently a broker, testified 
that in March last the defendant met him on 
‘Change and made an appointment to meet him 
at Boman’s, where Hopkins arranged to have 
witness buy for him 100,000 bushels of wheat In 
Chicage on a two-cent margin. Witness took the 
order and Hopkins gave him a _ ten-thousand- 
dollar draft of the Fidelity Bank on the Metro- 
politan Bank of Chicago, Hopkins said the deal 
was not for himself, but was for a strong party 
whom he could not name, Chicago called for 
more margin, and witness sought Hopkins, who 
could give him no answer until he saw his prin- 
cipal. It was not till 11 or 11:30 that Hopkins 
toid him to sell ont the wheat, which he did, 
making a loss of $2,750. He paid the proceeds 
to Hopkins in currency at the bank at Hopkins’s 
request. ' : 

John T. Snodgrass of Chicago, a dealer in 
grain and provisions, was next called. He was 
asked to state a conversation he had had with 
Mr. Hopkins in February last here, but the de- 
fense objected. The jury was sent out while the 
court inquired what the testimony was and 
then ruled it competent. Mr. Snodgrass went 
on to say that Hopkins told him he was waut- 
ing some one in Chicago to manage for a friend 
of his, who was amply able, a deal or a “ corner” 
in wheat; “they,” as ho named the unknown 
backer or backers, “ wanted to buy on a two-cent 
margin and give New-York exchange at the 
close of every day as might be required by the 
atate of the market.” Witness said he could not 
close the arrangement until he went to Chicago 
and consulted his firm. Next day he had a tele- 
gram from Mr. Hopkins signed ‘* Ben,” saying: 
“Tf you comply with our conversation buy 
a million bushels May wheat and a million more 
every cent break.” Witness said this conversa- 
tion was Feb. 22 last, and the telegram was 
next day. 

On cross-examination he said he did nothing 
on that order; that he replied to the telegram 
in person, telling Hopkins that his firm wanted 
more margin and must know who was the prin- 
cipal. Hopkins said there were others who would 
do the business on the terms he wished, and so 
the matter dropped.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


DEFINING THE LIABILITY OF STOCK- 
HOLDERS IN BANKS. 

Boston, Dec. 13.—In the United States 
Circuit Court to-day Judge Colt ordered judg- 
ment for the plaintiff in the case of Peter But- 
ler, Receiver of the Pacific National Bank, 
against William Aspinwall. The court says: 


“This was an action at law, heard by the court 
without ajury, and is one of the numerous suits 
brought by the Receiver of the Pacific National 
Bank against the stockholders. The tacts in the 
case differ somewhat from those before the court in 
Delano against Butler, and the defendant contended 
that the reasoning of the court in that case is inap- 
plicable here. The main ground on which the court 
placed its decision in the Delano case was that the 
subsequent action of the stockholders, especially in 
the payment of the assesement of 100 per cont. on 
the old as well as on the new stock, for the purpose 
of allowing the bank to resume business, amounted 
to a ratification of the validity of the new stock. [ 
the present case the defendant subscribed for the 
new stock on the proposed increase of $500,000, and 
received his certificats, but at the subsequent meeting 
of the stockholdersin January, 1882, when he is quite 
positive, but not certain, that he learned for the first 
time that the actual increase of stock was $461,300, 
instead of $500,000, he protested, by himself or 
throngh counsel, against the validity of the new 
stock. Upon the old stock, which he held as guar- 
dian or Trustee, he Vyoted against the assessment; 
upon the new stock, which was subscribed for in his 
own name, he refused to vote atall. His position, 
therefore, is that he subscribed to a proposed in- 
crease of stock which was never carried ont, and 
thathe has never, by implication or waiver, con- 
sented to the increaseas finally approved.”

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this cily, slightly warmer, fair 
weather, variable winds. 


Senator CHANDLER has introduced a bill 
for the regulation of Congressional elec- 
tions in the States of South Carolina, 
J lorida, Migsissippi, and Louisiana. It pro- 
poses to set up complete machinery for the 
registration of voters, the conduct of elec- 
tions, and the canvassing of votes in each 
Congressional district of those four States 
under Federal authority. There is no ques- 
tion of the power of Congress to do this for 
any one State or for all the States, but 
there is serious question of the policy of 
special legislation applied to part of the 
States. Mr. CHANDLER finds the excuse 
for proposing it for the States 
nbove named in the alleged fact 
that the elections are not now fairly 
held or at least that the right to vote is not 
fully secured under State laws. To some 
extent this is probably true, not only of 
those States but of several others, but there 
is no proved state of facts that would justify 
an interference of Federal authority, which 
yrould probably do more harm than good. 
If Congress were to exercise its power to 
regulate Congressional elections it should 
do so by general laws applying to all States 
alike, and there seems to be no sufficient 
reason for thus duplicating the election 
machinery of the country. 


One of the most curious incidents in the 
working of the civil service system of the 
Duited States is the convention in Wash- 
ington of the third and fourth class Post- 
masters. About 250 of these gentlemen 
have éome together from all parts of the 
Union, organized with all the machinery 
of a deliberative body and prepared to 
bring their influence to bear upon Congress 
to affect legislation. Their chief object is 
to secure what they are pleased to call the 
“equalization” of salaries, but we may be 
reasonably certain that none of them are 
working hard to get their salaries reduced 
to a level lower than they now touch. 
The “equalization” will undoubtedly re- 
sult in anet advance ali around. If these 
offices were bestowed simply on the basis of 
capacity the convention would not have so 
grotesque a character; but being, as they 
are, appointed largely for purely partisan 
reasons, the convening of the Postmasters 
at the doors of Congress cannot be regarded 
as a Very proper or decent thing to permit. 
Yet this is a view of the matter that, we 
suppose, will hardly occur to the average 
Congressman,

Health authorities at our ports of entry 
should bear in mind the fact that Asiatic 
cholera has reappeared in South America. 
Reports published in the Panama Star and 
Herald show that in October the disease 
broke out afresh in Chili. On Oct. 22 there 
were 14 cases in the small city of Chillan, 
on the 23d 28 cases and 16 deaths, and on 
the 24th 16 casesand 6 deaths. Last year 
the disease did not appear in Chili until 
the second week of November, but now it 
has come before the arrival of warm 
weather. On Nov. 26 Peruvian ports were 
closed against vessels from Chili. 


“‘Tt has been notorioussince the shameful 
exhibit made in 1878,” said the Hartford 
Courant a few days ago, “that the Con- 
tinental was being plucked and ruined.” It 
is now recalled that in 1879, asa result of 
that “shameful exhibit,” this life insurance 
company was forbidden to do business in 
Massachusetts. But while the Insurance 
Comnniissioncr of that State took this timely 
step to protect the people, whose interests 
he was required to serve, the company was 
permitted to rob policy holders for eight 
years more in itsown State until the ap- 
pointment of a new Insurance Commis- 
sioner cleared the way for the inquiry 
which has revealed the rottenness of the 
corporation. We said the other day that 
the administration of Commissioner FYLER’s 
predecessor seemed to need defense. The 
Courant now shows that in 1880 Commis- 
sioner JOHN W. STEDMAN informed the 
State Legislature, in response to a resolution 
of that body calling for an examination 
of the campany’s affairs, that he had begun 
to make such an examination, and says that 
the report*which he promised to make “at 
the earliest moment possible” does not 
“seem to have reached daylight.” Among 
the assets of the company is stock of the 
Utica Cement Company of the par value of 
$415,600, which was bought at par. The 
Courant has stated that ‘“‘the Hon. JouHN 
W. STEDMAN, formerly Insurance Commis- 
sioner,” is the President of this cement 
company, that the fugitive President of the 
Continental is its Treasurer, and that 
HaAKET, the recently-arrested clerk of the 
Continental, is its Secretary. The cement 
company appears to have been insured. 
These facts throw some light upon the Coh- 
tinental’s history. 


THE FISHERY NEGUTIATIONS. 

Evidently Secretary BAYARD’s hope that 
the fishery negotiations would produce 
some result that might be submitted to Con- 
gress near the beginning of its session has 
been disappointed. No doubt the members 
of the commission have by this time reached 
a clear understanding as to the position of 
each party to the negotiations, but they 
have not been able to reach a position upon 
which there is present hope of agreement. 
They have accordingly suspended negotia- 
tions foratime. Sir CHARLES TUPPER, the 
Canadian representative, has returned 
home, and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is to make a 
visit to Ottawa, no doubt in the hope of 
getting a fuller understanding of the Cana- 
dian temper on the question, and possibly 
with a view to securing some modification 
of the claims of the Dominion. 

Itis understood that Sir CHartes Tup- 
PER has taken the lead in the negotiations 
in presenting the Canadian contention and 
in making proposals for settlement from 
that side. Minister West and Mr. CHam- 
BERLAIN represent the comparative indiffer- 
ence of Great Britain as to what the settle- 
ment shall be, provided it is acceptable to 
Canada and the United States and promises 
to remove the cause of irritation, This 
seems really to be the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment and people of Great Britain on the 
whole subject. The Canadian Commission- 
er appears to have come to Washington 
with a definite purpose in view and to 
have adhered to it steadily. That purpose 
is the same at which Canada has been 
aiming ever since the abrogation of the 
treaty of 1871, and isthe real explanation 
of hertreatment of our fishing vessels. Can- 
ada desires to have her fish admitted to our 
markets free of duty, and for that privilege 
is willing to open not only her ports but 
her inshore fisheries to our vessels. She 
also desires the re-establishment of reci- 
procity which shall include the interchange 
of other natural products of the two coun- 
tries without payment of duties. Sir 
CHARLES TUPPER appears to have proposed 
reciprocity on a basis similar to that of the 
treaty of 1854, but to have been willing to 
concede all that was asked in the way ot 
privileges to our vessels in return for a re- 
moval of the duty on fish. 

The one thing which the New-England 
fishermen do not want is the free admission 
of Canadian fish in competition with the 
product of their industry. They regard it 
as too much to pay forall the privileges Can- 
ada can grant. In fact, they profess to 
care nothing for the inshore fisheries, and 
claim the right to enter Canadian ports to 
pu.chase supplies and ship their cargoes to 
the United States in bond as fairly belong- 
ing tothem under the existing international 
agreements. We have no doubt that 
the removal of the duty on fish and the 
establishment of reciprocity of trade with 
Canada would be a good thing for this 
country asa whole, quite as good asit would 
be for Canada, but considering the femper 
exhibited in Congress last Winter it would 
be utterly useless to propose this as a set- 
tlement of the fishery question. Besides it 

| would not be a proper settlement for the 
commission to undertake. It pertains to 
the commercial policy of the country, which 
it is for the representatives of the people in 
Congress to deal with in the first instance. 

The position of our Government has been 
simply that existing rights should be de- 
fined, recognized, and guaranteed, without 
touching the question of extending them. 
Tt wants the limit of Canada’s exclusive 
jurisdiction clearly fixed and the chance of 
controversy removed as to where the three- 


mile line runs. It claims that our fishing 
vessels, furnished with tonch-and-trade per- 
mits, have now the right to enter Canadian 
ports for commercial purposes, and asks 
to have that right recognized. What 
it particularly asks of the Government of 
Great Britain isto say explicitly whether it 
recognizes that right or not. All Canadian 
vessels are permitted to enter our ports for 
trading purposes, and the privilege of send- 
ing commodities landed at our ports to Can- 
ada by rail in bond is freely allowed, and 
during a large part of the year is of far 
greater value than tho reciprocal privilege 
which we claim as our right distinctly 
guaranteed by treaty. 

If the commission is to accomplish any- 
thing at allit must be in the direction of 
defining and recognizing existing rights 
under all the treaties and international 
principles bearing on the case. The tariff 
on fish or any other Canadian product and 
general commercial relations are something 
with which it cannot profitably deal. 
Whatever might be desirable in that re- 
spect has not been promoted but hindered 
by the unfriendly and irritating course 
which the Dominion authorities have seen 
fit to pursue. We are not likely to be an- 
noyed or coerced into any policy of rect- 
procity, and if oa settlement of the real 
questions at issue is refused we can get 
along without the privileges demanded, but 
shall be forced to see that Canada suffers at 
least.an equal disadvantage in the loss of 
corresponding privileges in our ports. 


ORGANIZING THE REPUBLICANS. 

Some 800 or 1,000 delegates from Repub- 
lican clubs in various parts of the United 
States will meet in this city to-morrow on 
the call of the Young Men’s Republican 
Club of New-York. The declared object of 
the convention is organization pure and 
simple, with the express condition made in 
the calk that “the convention shall not 
name, recommend, or nominate any candi- 
date for office.” That the New-York club 
was entirely sincere in its purpose thus to 
limit the action of the convention we have no 
doubt. Its members are intelligent enough 
to see that practically the condition prece- 
dent to any extensive co-operation among 
Republicans is a prudent and obstinate 
silence. The moment they permit them- 
selves to consider exactly for what they 
shall co-operate they will not be able to co- 
operate at all. Their safety lies in keeping 
their several opinions to themselves and 
“ going it blind.” This is the scheme really 
involved in the idea of “ organization” 
from the point of view of the rank and file. 
From the point of view of the leaders it is 
** discipline,” on which all professional pol- 
iticians set a very high value indeed. [It is, 
in substance and in effect, the idea of an 
army, and it requires, if it is to be success- 
fully carried out, unquestioned authority 
on the one hand and unquestioning obedi- 
ence on the other. 

In their present situation the Republic- 
ans turn to this idea not exactly with cour- 
age inspired by hope, but with a feeling 
much more akin to desperation, for they 
know thata great party is not an army; 
that its efficiency depends not on the sagac- 
ity or daring with which itis directed, but 
on the earnestness and energy with which 
it advances by itself. They know that a 
political leader at any time is only in a very 
superticial sense a commander, but must 
move with the body he leads; that he re- 
ceives rather than gives direction, and his 
power rests wholly on his ability to 
find out what the party really wishes, 
and . also on his sincere and unself- 
ish sympathy with those wishes. Given 
these conditions, there is something, of 
course, to be gained by organization, and 
men have great differences of capacity in 
taking advantage of the need every large 
body feels for an orderly ané efficient man- 
agement of its own forces. But these con- 
ditions not given, no man can get on witha 
party. And the Republicans know that 
their real want is a general and effective 
desire for any particular policy. Of the 
vague, yet intense, wish for party success, 
there is much, and it influences the greater 
portion of the patty. But thisis not enough. 
There must be a definite unity of opinion 
and desire as to What shall be done if the 
party be successful, This does not exist. 

There was a time when factitious efforts 
at organization wére not needed in the Re- 
publican Party, when the issues presented 
were 60 clear and the zeal of the members 
was so pronounced and sustained that the 
party in every State and city and town or- 
ganized itself, and when all the “ disci- 
pline” of its opponents and the skill and ex- 
perience of their leaders could not prevail 
against this voluntary and spontaneous or- 
ganization. At that time all Republicans 
knew what they wanted and why, and 
were so determined to get it that there was 
no occasion for beating the big drum or call- 
ing delegates from all corners of the Union 
to ‘consider the propriety” of united ef- 
fort. It wasthen that the great triumphs 
of the party were won, to which its orators 
and conventions have been “ pointing with 
pride” ever since. But the party leaders of 


| those days did not point to the past, bnt to 


the future. It was not pride, but hope and 
confident determination that inspired them 
and their followers. But as organization 
by special effort was not then needed, it is 
now at once extremely necessary and ex- 
tremely difficult. The party is face to face 
with a policy that is apparently inevitable 
and apparently hopeless. When it gets its 
organization, its companies, regiments, bri- 
gades, divisions, corps, with its Captains, 
Colonels, Brigadiers, and Generals—if it can 
get them—there will still be left open the 
two important questions: Who is to be 
Commander-in-Chief ? and what is to be the 
line of march ? 

On the former question the ambitions 
aspirants will do all they can to secure a de- 
cision, each in his own favor, or at least to 
prevent a decision for any one else. At this 
work Mr. BLainn’s immediate friends will 
show their usual zeal and skill, and though 
no déclaration maybe made, they will ex- 
ért all the influence they can for their lead- 
er. Butasto the second question the con- 
vention of clubs will bein a quandary. It 
will be obliged either to keep silent or to 
adopt Mr. Biarnr’s platform of repealing 
the tobacco tax and distributing the whis- 
ky tax. or to confine itself to vague and un- 
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meaning generalities. In any case, its labors 
are not likely to be very fruitful. 


THE TELEPHONE INQUIRY. | 
When it was proposed that the Govern- |

Bell telephone patent, upon the ground that 
it had been procured by fraud, among the

; money and yield no advantage to the peo- 


ple, even if it should be successful, because 
a decision by the court of last resort could | 
not be reached before the expiration of the 


| patent's term, when the business would be 


thrown open to competition. 

The investigation now being made by the 
Assembly committee has disposed of that 
plea. It has been shown that the Bell Com- 
pany has for years owned two apparently 
conflicting claims in the Patent Office; 
that a final decision as to the merits of 
these claims has been strangely delayed, 
and that if one of these claims shall be up- 
held and shall serve as the basis for a 
patent, that patent will prolong the 
life of the monopoly possibly for seven- 
teen years after the expiration of the 
patent granted to BELL. The assertion that 
the company has coddled these opposing 
claims for s0 many years with the inten- 
tion of using one of them by and by to 
prolong its exclusive control of the busi- 
ness and the art has not been denied. In- 
deed, it appears to have been admitted by 
the company’s counsel that this is the com- 
pany’s purpose, Even if it did not own 
these claims for valuable improvements 
and did not intend to make this use of 
them it would still be absurd to pretend 
that the field is to be thrown open in 1893 
or 1894, for the company owns, as certain 
witnesses have testified, hundreds of pat- 
ents which it has accumulated since its 
monopoly was established, some of which it 
uses, while others may be used hereafter. 
The company’s office has been practically 
the only market for patented improvements 
in the telephonic art, and such improve- 
ments have been carried toit. How great 
its power to defy competition may be, out- 
side of the improvements involved in the 
mysteriously delayed “interference,” the 
outside world will not know until the time 
for displaying it shall arrive. 

Abundant testimony was submitted yes- 
terday by prominent merchants in contra- 
diction of President CUTLER’s remarkable 
dictum that the telephone is not a business 
necessity but aluxury. How any person 
who knows to what extent the telephone is 
used in business can express such an opinion 
we do not see. As well might he say that 
the telegraph is nota business necessity. 
Some days ago Gen. HUIDEKOPER, Vice- 
President and General Manager of the 
Metropolitan, assured the committee that 
he had never known of an_ honest 
business complaint that the rates 
were too high. The newspapers referred to 
such complaints, he said, ‘‘ but only to fill 
their columns.” Our report shows that 


| many merchants did complain yesterday to

the committee not only that the charges 
were too high, but also that the service was 
very bad—so bad, some said, that they 
would not use the telephone if their bus- 
iness interests would permit them to get rid 
of it. Why should merchants have wasted 
their time by making complaints as to rates 
at the company’s office? They knew that 
the rates were fixed and that, in the ab- 
sence of competition, the company would 
not reduce them. 

The companies whose affairs have been 
examined have repeatedly informed the 
committee that the cost of service for each 
patron increased as the number of tele- 
phones used in an exchange increased. But 
Chairman AINSWORTH showed yesterday 
that in the case of the Metropolitan the cost 
of service per subscriber had been reduced 
from $109 in 1881 to $66 in 1887, according 
to the company’s own figures. And on the 
preceding day a practical electrician and 
telephone expert declared that he would be 
glad to make for $2 each the instruments 
which cost, according to the Bell Company’s 
statements, $3 42, and for the use of which 
that company exacts from the subordinate 
companies $14 a year. 

The committee has already procured 
ample proof that telephone charges in this 
State are extortionate, and in respect to 
the service in this city the proof is espe- 
cially convincing. The result of the in- 
quiry should be a reduction of rates by 
statute. 


CHARITABLE INFLUENCES. 


The Hospital Saturday and Sunday Asso- 
ciation, in preparing for the coming collec- 
tion, has taken pains to give special empha- 
sis to amanifestly growing desire 1n various 
quarters that the offerings on Hospital 
Sunday be as far as possible undesignated. 
While it is true that several of the associat- 
ed hospitals having a direct denominational 
connection are sorely pressed for funds, it 
is no less true that our leading denomina- 
tions are the embodiments of great wealth, 
and it is feltthat denominational aid should 
be sought on occasions other than Hospital 
Sunday. The Jews have set an excellent 
exainple in this respect. Nota dollar in the 
synagogue offerings is ever designated, al- 
though two of the associated institutions 
are of distinctively Jewish origin and de- 
pend for their maintenance almost exclu- 
sively upon Jewish support. Following 
the example of St. Luke’s, the institutions 
founded under Episcopal auspices are also 
now less active in securing denominational 
support at the expense of the geveral fund 
in the collection, and it is believed the time 
is approaching when, without other re- 
straint or pressure than is inherent in the 
broadly humanitarian spirit of the move- 
ment itself, the entire Hospital Sunday 
offering will be subject to the Distributing 
Committee of the undesignated fund. 

There are now twenty-eight hospitals 
represented in and by the association. Of 
these five have an Episcopal connection, 
two a Jewish connection, one a Presbyteri- 
an, and one a Roman Catholic connection, 
leaving nineteen denominationally uncon- 
nected. Now it happens that nearly one- | 
half of the entire collection is derived 
directly from the four religious bodies rep- 


resented by the nine denominational hospi- 
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tals, while probably one-half of the residue 
is the result of gifts by their members 
through varions trade channels. It is obvi- 
ous, therefore, that if the denominational 
hospitals had no higher aim in joining tho 
association than the promotion of their own 
specific interests, it might be so man- 
aged that there would be little left for 
division among the rest. It is not to 
be denied that the denominatienal in- 
stitntions (thongh in their work they are 
wholly unsectarian) are asked to forego 
certain advantages now clearly in their 
hands for the benefit of others less advan- 
tageously situated with respect to this par- 
ticular source of income, but is it not from 
professedly religious institutions that pro- 
cisely this sort of self-abnegation is to be 
looked for ? 

In the Hospital Sunday collection of Lon- 
don undesignated gifts only are received. 
There are those in the New-York associa- 
tion, to judge from their utterances at the 
last meeting, quite ready to cut the Gordian 
knot after the London fashion by the abso- 
lute exclusion from the collection of all 
designated gifts. But the majority believe 
such a step would be unwise. In Lon- 
don the Established Church is so pre- 
dominant a factor that all institutionalism 
is virtually under its control. In New- 
York, on the other hand, religious institu- 
tional interests are strongly accentuated by 
diversity, and uniformity of purpose and 
action can be achieved and expressed only 
through a spirit of mutual surrender and 
accommodation. 

Such organizations as the Hospital Satur- 
day and Sunday Association fall very far 
short of their possible usefulness to a het- 
erogeneous and complex community like 
that of New-York, if their sole object and 
result is a purely monetary one; and that 
this truth is fully appreciated by the mem- 
bers, the spirit of their appeals to the pub- 
lic as well as their work clearly attests. 
And it is obviously and equally true that 
the place which the work of the association 
holds in the public esteem, evidenced by the 
steadily-growing collections, is mainly due 
to the belief in the public mind that the 
interests advanced by them in their as- 
sociative capacity are predominantly for 
the public weal—a bond making for 
the solidarity of humanity. These are 
times well suited to the awakening and 
growth of the larger spirit in benevolent 
and social affairs. And these are times 
equally ill suited for the display of selfish 
propensities among’ any class to whom the 
community looksfor examples in their civic 
and religious relations worthy of emula- 


tion. 
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The death of Mrs. Astor has been the 
occasion of making public an account of 
some of the good works which she per- 
formed so unostentatiously and yet so liber- 
ally. Itis acommon saying that the Astor 
estate is an example of a great fortune 
which excites no envy, and this is quite 
true, although by the nature of its invest- 
ment the administration of the estate 
directly and sensibly concerns more house- 


holders in this city than that of any other |} 


property. The immunity of its possessors 
from envy is to be accounted for partly by 
the modesty and good sense with which 
they abstain from making public displays 
of wealth, but still more by the series of 
public benefactions which began with the 
foundation of the Astor Library and has 
been continued down to the present time, 
andin which the late Mrs. Astor had so 
large a share. Great fortunes have been 
built up in New-York for which the city has 
nothing to show whatever except rumors of 
the felonious or disreputable methods by 
which they have been acquired, and which 
might disappear without causing any re- 
gret toany human being except their pos- 
sessors. Itis well that this contrast should 
be kept in view. 


The Russian newspapers point out, with 
some reason, that the eve of Winter is hard- 


ly the time customarily chosen for beginning 
a campaign. It might be responded that 
it is, nevertheless, as good a time for Rus- 
sian soldiers as for Austrian, and some of 
the former might find less trouble in cam- 
paigning inthe snow. But the real reason 
for not apprehending hostilities at this time 
is that no quarrel exists between Austria 
and Russia which could be made a cause of 
war off-hand. Germany and Italy would 
certainly never stand by and see Galicia in- 
vaded without even the pretense of a 
grievance; and France isin no condition 
now to be relied upon by Russia atan hour’s 
notice. Itis true that Austria and Russia 
take conflicting views upon the Balkan 
business, but Russia would have much to 


That she meansto adopt a decisive policy 
in Bulgaria, and in anticipation is strength- 
ening her-defenses on the Austrian frontier, 
is probable enough.

OCEAN MAIL SERVICE SUBSIDIES. +» 
MonTREAL, Dec. 13.—Commercial and 
shipping circles here are excited Dy reports to 
‘the effect that the ocean mail service subsidies 
may be granted to a company which will not be 
required to bring its steamers to Montreal It 
is said that the advertisement calling for tenders 
for the service requires thatthe mails shall be 
landed at Rimouski, or at any other river or 


gulf port which the Postmaster-General shall 
require, and afterward proceed to Quebee or 
Montreal. The trip from Liverpool to Quebec ts 
ust short enough, as compared with that from 

iverpool to Montreal, to enable the service to 
be done by One steamship less: In case the 
steamships were required to come only to Quebeo 
a vessel could land it maile at Rimouski op Fri- 
day, reach Quebee on Saturday, and leave Que- 
bec again the following Thursday. The outside 
competitors might thus be swift ocean vessels 
which would convey little or no cargo, much of 
their space being taken up otherwise. A sinaill 
quanuty of express freight would thus consti- 
tute the eargo, and the facilities at present 
atforded for the carriage of provisions, butter, 
and cheese would be lest to Montreal. To ae- 
complish the service with four instead of five 
steamers would of course enable the steamsbip 
companies tendering with the idea of stopping 
at Quebec to undertake the service ata lower 
subsidy than the service could be undertaken 
for by the Montreai lines—the Dominion and 
Allan Steamship Companies. The question was 
discus-ed at length by the council of the Board 
of Trade this arternoon, and they decided to rep 
resent to the Government how fatal such a 
course would be to the shipping interests of

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HIS EXCUSE FOR INACTION

MARTINE'S CONDUCT 
SHARPLY CRITICISED. 
FRIENDS OF HONEST ELECTIGNS CANNOT 

UNDERSTAND WHY HE DOES NOT 

SZEK TO PUNISH FRAUD. 

The excuses offered by District Attorney 
Martine for neglecting to bring before the 
Grand Jury the presentment by the City Reform 
Ciub regarding the wholesa!e colonization, false 
recistration, and bribery in the Eighth Assembly 
District at the last election are not considered 
either aincere or efficient by the friends of good 
government and honest elections, 

“Tt is rather peonliar legal doctrine,” said a 
lawyer yesterday, “thata statement regarding 
acrime which it is desired to have submitted to 
the Grand Jury shonid be considered or eriti- 
cised as if it were a pleading at law. It is not, 
huwever, Invariably so treated by the District 
Attorney. Thappen to know that if an ordinary 
crime is committed by an ordinary criminal— 
Dot one of the kind who have ‘ pulls’ on the mu- 
nitipal administration, it is suffictent for the 
purposes of the Grand Jury investigation to 
make a verbal statement of the case to the Dis- 
trict Attorney. Frequently, even, he will turn 
the complainant over without bestowing per- 
sonal consideration upon the case to an as 
sistant. Then either be or his assistant listens 
to a statement of the offense committed and to 
astatement declaring what the witnosses will 
testify to. Then he sets a day for the in- 
vestigation, and himself issues his sub- 
penas for the witnesses to come before 
the Grand Jury. All this is right and the 
proper and long-established practice. But in 
this case—cr In these cases, for there are scores 


of them—he sets up a new rule. He says in 
effect: ‘lam not an'investigator of crime, I 
am but a prosecutor. I hold the keys of the 
gate to the Grand Jury ani admit what 1 please 
and reject what I please. And although it is my 
duty to make presentment to the Grand Jury of 
any and all crimes and to assist them in arriv- 
ing ata conclusion regarding the propriety of 
indieting, still I will not do it in tats case, be- 
eanse your statement is too verbose—it contains 
too much, It is not formal and yeu have treated 
me with discourtesy.’ Discourtesy! What 
right has the District Attorney in the face of a 
public duty to quibble over a trifle which, If it 
wera true, affected him alone, and make it the 
reason for failing to do his duty% It is not 
sincere. Itisa mere subterfuge. 

“Tt loeks asif the intrenchments of the corrupt 
gang of bullot-box atuffers took in the District 
Attorney's office along with the mass ef the low- 
er order of potiticians. The spectacie is a pesul- 
farone. A great crime has been committed. Men 
of reaponatbility go to the District Attorney and 
tell him about it, and he tella them that the crime 
is most rascallv; that it threatens the founda- 
tions of the Republic; that it pollutes the fount- 
ain of our liberties and merits most condizn 

nishment, and that he will lay the matter be- 
afore the Grand Jury at once. The men of 
responsibility are delighted with the en- 
thusiasm of the District Attorney in the 
cause of justice. They tell him the names of 
the witnesses and what they will testify to 
and offer to produce them at any time upon 48 
hours’ notice. This, he admits, is all that is 
nmeversary for them todo. Thereis no sugges- 
tion at this time that the cases should be inves- 
tigated beforea police maxistrate. Hois satisfied, 
as we are, that the case ia pre-eiminently one for 
an investigation by the Grand Jury. He knows 
that the case is one of the kind in which the wit- 
nesses are hedged about by dangers and tempta- 
tions, and if a public investigation were at- 
tempted before a police magistrate, where the 
testimony would be subject to daily report in 
the newspapers, the accused persons would find 
realy means of spiriting witnesses away or tn- 
,Gucing or intimidating them into knowing noth- 
jing. And he knows that in the secret inveatiga- 
tion before a Grand Jury testimony may be 
wormed outof a witness which would lead to 
snegestions regarding other witnesses and a 
more complete disclosure of what they ali know. 
He knows this because he pursued just that prac- 
tice in the boodle cases, in which, furthermore, 
he reauired no formal statement setting forth 
the offense committed, the names of the offend- 
era and the witnesses and what they would tes- 
tity to from any one. 

“In the election fraud cases of 1883, 1884, 
and 1885 the same proceedings were bad as in 
these Eighth Assembly District cases and large- 
ly against the same men. Officers employed by 
a citizens’ association watcbed the crooks during 
the registration and on the day of election and 
reported to the association what they saw. This 
was reported to the District Attorney, and he 
laid the matter before the Grand Jurv, honestly 
endeavoring to ferret out the crimes and the 
criminals. The result was that many indict- 
ments were found and many of the small fry 
were convicted and punished. Bnt the larger 
criminals employed distinguished counsel, who, 
upon the ground that the offenders were United 
States Deputy Supervisers and Marshais and 
that the offenses were committed while in the 
discharge of their duties as such Deputies, 
had the cases removed to the Federal 
court. ECuunsel for the accused men_ was 
shortly afterward appointed United States 
District Attorney, and the cases were 
never brought totrial. These indictments were 
afew days since quashed in the State court. 
Now the present investigation is leveled at these 
same offenders, and there is no excuse this time 
upon which the State court can be defeated of 

urisdiction. The evidence is- overwhelming. 

6 cases are as clear as any of kindred charac- 
ter ever brought. And the offenders, although 
twice indicted, have lived to see their indict- 
ments quashed and to get off scot free. This ex- 
perience has emboldened them, and they are in 
woeful nee of a taste of exemplary justice to 
teach them respect for the laws. 

“But the District Attorney will do nothing 
nor suffer anything to be done. I think his con- 
dnet is indefensible. He disregards the par- 
poses of a Grand Jury entirely if he is sincere in 
is excuse, and shows an interest in the matter 
that is incapable of a creditable construction.”

Many were the messages of condolence 
received by the grief-stricken family of Mrs, 
John Jacoh Astor yesterday, bué. many more 
were the expressions of sympathy and regret 
which every where fell from the lips of those to 
whom came the sad news of the noble woman’s 
death. Atthe darkened house on Fifth-aveuuoe 
arrangements were quietly made for the funeral 
services, which will take place to-morrow at 
Trinity Chapel at 10 o'clock. There will be as 
little display as possible. The services will be 
conducted by Bishop Henry C. Potter, assisted 


by the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, the Rev. Dr. W. R. 
Huntington of Grace Church, the Rev. Dr. C. E. 
Swope, Kector of Trinity Chapel, and the Rev. 
William B. Frisby. 

There willl be onty the very simplest floral 
decorations. Thehymna and anthems will be 
sung by the Trinity Chapel choir, with several 
extra voices, but including the voy choir of 26 
voices, The music will be under the direction 
of Waiter B. Gilbert, organist of the chapel. 
Among the meinbera of tho family and their 
friends will be Mr. and Mrs. Williams Astor, Miss 
Gibbes, Mr, C, Drayton, Mr. Ormné Wilson, Judge 
Peabody, Gen. Cullom, and the family physi- 
ciana, Dr. Fordyce Barker and Dr, T. M. Markoe.

“She was not cold ana distant, as many ladies 
of her position are,” said another who had often 
seen her in her visits tu Trinity Chape), “but 
she always had a word to say about the inter- 
esta of the parish aud showed that she herself 
was concerved with its good.” Mrs. Astor did 
not attend Trinity Chapel regularly, however, 
but went much more often to Trinity Church. 

Not a few people remember Mra. Astor's grace- 
ful act of kindness to the New-York Society of 
Medicine in the person of her friend and medi- 
cal adviser, Dr. Fordyce Barker, the President 
ofthe society,in 1880. Dr. Barker bad, ata 
meeting of the society, called for the purpose of 
dedicating ite library hall, invited all present to 
“go below and partake of the ‘loving ecup.’” 
He had at the same time expressed regret that 
the loving cup of the occasion was only glass in- 
stead of such material asis made use of in such 
ceremonies in England, At a subsequent meet- 
ing, Jan. 15, 1880, Dr. Barker brought forward 
abeautiful “loving cup” of unusually graceful 
design, with a letter from Mrs, Astor, in which 
she presented the cup to him as Presl- 
dent of the society, adding: “It comes 
to you a8 a messenger of a true sympathy in 
the purposes of the society, and it is engraved 
with words that, 1 believe, touch equally your 
ideals for ita work and your personal feelings to- 
ward all of your associates, and I shall feel a 
sincere gratification if its occasional use—in 
agreement with such kindly sentiments—may 

rocure a moment’s pleasure to those whose 

ays hold, necessarily, 80 large a measure of 
care and sacrifice.” Theinscription on the cup 
read: “May peace and love be multiplied unto 
us."* This cup is nowin the possession of the 

resent President of the Academy of Medicine, 
Dr. Abram Jacobi, 

in speaking about the loss which had resulted 
to society as well as the city at large in the 
death of Mrs. Astor, @ life-long friend of hers 
said yesterday: 

“It will never be accurately known how much 
money Mrs. Astor gave away in charity, because 
of her exceeding sensitiveness and modesty on 
this score. She never cared to talk about herself 
and her deeds, and was well-nigh morbidly care- 
ful in concealing her expenditures for the well- 
being of the poor and unfortunate. Of course it 
is no secret that she expended thousands an- 
nually in furthering the work of the Children’s 
Aid Society, in behalf of which she was wont to 
send homeless and deserving boys out West 
and establish them there. But what the 
world will never know is the scope of her 
charities in directiona where she made it 
impossible for any record to be kept. Thus 
many a time has she sent me large sums of 
money to be expended in the behalf of seme de- 
serving case which had attracted her sympathy, 
never, however, giving her check fortheamoéunt, 
butinvariably forwarding the money in bills, 
sometimes to the extent of several thousand 
dollars, in order that there should be nothing to 
reveal her generosity to other eyes, which-would 
of course have been done had sbe drawn her 
check and sent it to me; and this, you may be 
sure, Was & frequent occurrence with her, It 
would be impossible to estimate the amount of 
money given away by her in this way, never 
letting her left hand know what her right did. 

“It was always a great treat to me to visit 
Mrs. Astor and converse with her. She was one 
of the best-informed women I have ever met; 
ehe appeared to know everything and every- 
body. Itis not, of course, generally known that 
Mrs. Astor’s attainments as a student of litera- 
ture were various and so extensive as to have 

pus many men with equal opportunities to the 
‘Iush. Such, however, was the case., I have 
frequently been astonished by ber erudition in 
the domain of pure literature. She had read the 
most out-of-the-way books, such books, in fact, 
as-one would never expect a woman to take any 
interest in. She, however, had read and mas- 
tered them, and spoke of them with the acumen 
of the critical mind, which only the faithful 
student and lover of literature acquires.”

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 
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RECEIVER McNULTA FIRM. 

HE REFUSES TO BUDGE FROM 

POSITION HE HAS TAKEN. 
CurcaGo, Dee. 18.—Abandoning the hope 
of persuading Receiver McNulta to change his 
policy with reference to rates, President Ashley 
of the Wabash Western and the bondholders’ 
committee to-day centred their efforts toward 
securing & postponement of the date of the 
change of rates from Dee. 20 to Jan. 1, hoping 
to utilize the added time in some way 
which would prevent Receiver McNulta’s 
policy from beingcarriedout. A conference was 
first had in Receiver McNulta’s office, at which 
President Ashley, Lawyer Henry Crawford, and 
wembers of the purchasing committee argued 
the matter at length with the Receiver without 
making any impression, The point was not 80 


much pressed in the direction of a withdrawal 
of the pending tarufs as the 10 days of grace de- 
sired, but in either direction the Reeeiver 
Was bet to be moved, The argument used was 
that the promised reductions would prové dis- 
astrous to both the Wabash Western and the 
Wabash, that the loss of revenues which must 
baturally ensne would, by removing the basis on 
which thé fabric of reorganization was built up, 
endanger the success of the plan and destroy all 
of the work coue by the purchasing committee, 
as its calculations to a large extent had been 
grounded on revenues to the system derived 
from the present rates and earnings therefrom. 

Tt was evident from the drift of the argumants 
that the purchasing committee had hopes, if the 
10 days’ delay could be gained, that it would be 
possibly able to consummate its plans before the 
tirstof the year, and, by getting the Wabash out 
ofthe hauds of the courts, 80 arrange as to keep 
out the dreaded = Illinois and  Missvuri 
tariffs. Two hours’ arguinent, however, 
failed to bring about any change in 
the views of the Receiver, and, as a 
last resource, it was suggested that a consulta- 
tion be had with Judge Gresham. Adjournment 
was accordingly taken to Judge Gresham's 
chambers, where the matter was again gone 
over in all of 1ts bearing, but ended in the Judge 
deciding that he saw no reason to interfere with 
the Receiver. Cousequently Gen. McNulta will 
carry out Is policy, and will reduce rates on 
the 20th inst. 

There is a curions phase to the whole affair 
which has not yet been publicly developed, al- 
though now brought to the surface by the sud- 
den appearance on the scene of the Wabash 
Western, the Purchasing Committee, and the 
lawyers. The Wabash Westeru ana the Missouri 
Pacitic are both Gould roads. Both would be 
seriously affected by the reduction in rates to 
Missouri River points, which the Alton pro- 
poses to make if Keceiver McNulta reduces the 
rates in Iihnois. The Alton would withdraw Its 
proposed reduction if the Wabash could be 
controlled. If the Wabash could be persuaded 
to keep out the Illinois tariffs or advance its 
Toledo and Decatur rates the Burlington would 
not insist upon the reductions; the Alton’s 
notice, which was contingent on the Lilinvis 
trriffs going into effect, would lose its force; the 
Missouri Pacific and Wabash Western would not 
be threatened with a loss of local and through 
revenue, and calm placidity would give piace to 
the present confusion. 

The Wabash holds the key to the situation, and 
the Wabash Western is endeavoring to use the 
bondholders and Purchasing Committees to club 
the Wabash into subjection. 

Receiver McNulta asserts, and produces let- 
ters and telegrams in proof thereof, that the 
majority of the Wabash bondholders indorse 
his course, and that all of the oppo- 
sition so far developed comes from out- 
siders and others than those interested in 
the welfare of the road itself. Judge Gresham 
in refusing to interfere took occasion to state 
that the Receiver’s management had up to the 
present time been a success in every particular, 
and that until well-sustained proof that the 
interests of the road would suffer the court 
would make no orders interfering with the 
present conduct of business. 


RICHMOND TERMINAL AFFAIRS.

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| KILLED BY A PoLiceMAN, | 


A COLORED MAN REFUSES TO BE AR- 
RESTED AND IS SHOT. 


Sergt. Ortell Darling of the Police Depart- 
ment of Union Township, N. J., yesterday shot 
and killed James Thomas, a colorea man, on the 
Guttenberg raco track. Thomas was a well- 
knawn figure on all the race courses in the coun- 
try. He came from the Svuth about two years 
ago, and has since spent all his time in visiting 
the tracks. 

He had some expertence with the methods of 
the race track, and made money in. giving tips 
on horses. About two weeks ago he insulted 
some ladies at the Clifton railway station, and 
shortly afterward committed a crime for which 
he was wanted by the Passaic authorities. A 
Warrant was issued for his arrest, and police- 
man Winn found Thomas at the Clilton race 
track.. Thomas had invested some money on 
What he considered a sure race, and he was de- 
termined to avoid arrest. He assaulted tne 
officer and managed to make his escape, 

Yesterday afternoon Winn, with another of- 
ficer, went to the Guttenberg race track to 
arrest Thomas. He was sv desperate a tellow 
that they secured the aid of  Ser- 
geant Darling and Constable Buckley of 
Union township. When the party reached 
the track ‘Thomas  espied Winn and 
Gashed down tbe track toward the carriage 
stand. Buckley and Darling followed and cor- 
bered the fuyitive. Buckley was the first to 
cateh up to him, and he and Thomas 
clinched, Buckley called on Darling for asaiat- 
apee, and he responded by striking the darkey 
on the head with his clab. Buckley pbilled bis 
revolver, intending to shoot in self-defense, but 
Thomas grasped it and wrenched it from Buck- 
ley’s hand and fired. The ball missed Buckley, 
and Dariing received it in the index finger 
of his jefé6 hand. Buckley bugged the 
darkey with all Lis strength, but the latter man- 
aved to place the muzzle of the revolver close 
to the officer's breast, and was preparing to fire 
again when Buckley wanaged to slip his finger 
under the hammer of the revolver and prevented 
the shooting. 

Sergt. Darling seeing the davger of his brother 
officer, then fired, the ball striking the negro in 
the heart. He tired another shot which struck 


him on the shoulder, and Thomas fell dead 
against the wheels of a wagon. 

Darling deliveret himself to Constable Stan- 
ton, who brought him before Justice of. the 
Peace Van Gelden. Darling was paroled. He 
sald he acted in seif-defense.

NECESSITY NOT LUXURY 


PAYING TOO MUCH FOR POOR 
TELEPHONE SERVICE. 
CITIZENS GIVING VERY CANDID OPIN- 
‘IONS OF THEIR EXPERIENCES—PET 
TELEPHONE THEORIES KNOCKED OUT. 


The telephone investigating committee 
nad, défore it yesterday a number of citizens 
who have been using the telephone for years 
and asked them. what they thought of it. On 
the whole the answers. were not at all cowfort- 
ing to the telephone managers and experts in 
attendance, and yet to an unprejudiced observer 
it seemed as though, with a single exception, 
the opinions expressed were by nO means as 
forceful as they might have been if the gentie- 
mon who have it in their power to regulate the 
service had not been present in full force. The 
excepticn to the general rule of great considera- 
tion for the monopolists’ feelings was C. B. Tat- 
ham, a manufacturer of lead pipes at 82 Beek- 
man-street, who startied both them and the 
committee with the frankness with which he 
spoke. 

“JT have used the telephone for a number of 
years,” be said, “and consider it a nuisance. If 
it were not that others used it, and thus made 
it meceasary for me todo so, I would have noth- 
ing to do with it The charges are altogether 
teo hich, and the service is miserable. I have 
often tried to cali up my business office in New- 
York from my stables in Brooklyn, but I have 


succeeded on only three or four occasions, The 
telephone girls talk too much among themselves, 

eeponens the wires and spoiling the serv- 
ca.” 


Mr. Camp asked Mr. Tatham the number of 
his telephone in Brovokiyn, and added: “ We will 
demonstrate to you, right here and now, that 
We can have easy communication with your 
Brookiyn stables.” Mr. 
member the number, and when a book was sent 
for he said that it waan't necessary, as he had 
no doubt that the company could give the com- 
mittee a good demonstration. The/ book was 
pretuced, however, anc a connection 
eiected with Mr. Tathaw’s stables, Com- 
miteeman Saxton giued his ear to the 
receiver anu yelled “Hello! . Hello!’ into 
the transmitter. He keptit up for several mo- 
ments and then gave itup, saying that he had 
great difficuity in hearing the man at the other 
end, and that he could not make out with cer- 
tainty the number of the cali which he asked the 
man at the other end to give him. The most in- 
terested spectators of this object lesson were 
Mr. Cuder of the New-York and New-Jersey 
Sn ree A arg =e and Gen. Huidekoper of 

etropolitan Company. 

A. H. Saxton, hardware merchant, said that 
Without the telephone he would be ata great dis- 
advantave. He thought that the price was too 
high and the service was fauity. 

George L. a blank vook manufacturer, 
eaid he used three telephones at his residence in 
Brookiyn and two in New-York. It was an ab- 
golute necessity. The serviee was very imper- 
fect and the charges Were excessive. 

Frank O. Herring, safe manufacturer, said he 
could not get along without the telephone. He 
found the service defective, the giris in charge 
at the central office not answering calls prompt- 
iy. It-was often hard to make out what was 
said over the telephone. He never knew of the 
telephone beinytaken out of his office and a new 
ne substituted for it. He considered the charges 
to be exorbitant. 

H. Ammidon, dry goods, had used the tele- 
hove for eight years and found it indispensable 

S his business. The service varied in quality, 
and was bad sotne times from local causes. The 
rental was too bigh. He used his telephone 
about 60 times each day. 

Mr. Nichols, of Austin Nichols & Co., regarded 
the telephone as a business necessity. There 
was more or less trouble with the service all the 
time. 

Danie! C. Robbins, of the New-York Quinine 
and Chemical Company, considered the tele- 
phone both a luxury and a necessity for a busi- 
beas man. He had no particular complaints to 
make. The general opinion was that the charges 
were excessive, and he thenght they should be 
reduced 40 per cent. He favored the Govern- 
ment’s absorption or regulation of the telephono 
ani all other monopolies. 

W. P. Martin, bouk and paper manufacturer, 
thouxht that the telephone was a business 
necessity. The charges were excessive, aud the 
service not as good as jt shonld be. 

Isidor Straus, importer of china, considered 
the telephone a necessity. At times the service 
Was defective. He did not want to omar. 
but thought the charges were too high. ith a 
sarcastic amile, he said that he had no doubt 
that be could get excelient service from the tel- 
ephone in the committee room, but declined to 

it at Mr. Camp's invitation. 

ussell W. McKee, an importer of iron, said 
that be had been us the telephone fron about 
six months after 0 came into use. He coi- 
sidered it a busineas necessity. In the main the 
service was satisfactory, but at times it tried 
the patience. He thought the charges were 
rather nigh. He was induced to use the tele- 
phone on the representation by the teleplione 
people thatit was a business necessity. The 
lmagneto-Beil had never been removed since it 
Was placed in bis office. 

Gen. Eckert gave further testimony regard- 
ing the effect npon the company of the change 
from an aerial t» an underground service. He 
Said that the change to a inetallic circuit would 
eause the removal of ali the Magneto-Bell in- 
struments, wlich had cost the company $4 50 
each. The change had made necessary the 
building of the new Cortiandt-street switch- 
upon which the company had already ex- 
pended $227,000, and would expend $300,000 
before it was completed. It would cost not less 
than $500,000 to put the cables into the subway 
ducts and make connections with the present 
subscribers. He dia not know thatthe service 
would be improved after the change was made, 
but be hoped it would. They would be able 
te accommodate 25,600 subscribers when the 
work was completed. He did not know that the 
telephone was going to work at all under the 
ulereround system, and thought it was quite 
pwubabie that they were going oe from one 
tet of troubles into another. if the electric 
fight company, using the same subway con- 
Uuitas the telephone cumpany, sent a strong 
current from one of its big dynamos through its 
Wires it might tear the telephone wires all to 
Ppieves. Ifthetelepbone company had the con- 
duit to itseif the service would, with a metallic 
circuit, be improved within a distance of two or 
three miles, but tor longer distances he believed 
it wouid work badly. There was no way of 
Dlacing the wires in the ducts so that there 
Would be no induction. 

John A. Seeiy, electrician of the Metropolitan 
Company, said that he had charge of the muiti- 

le switehbourd now being built for the Cuort- 

ndit-street station. He thought that 1t would 
Cost more than $300.000, but could not explain, 
as it had cost only $227,000 to date, what was 
going to invulve the outlay of $73,000 more. As 
showing how the expense of the business in- 
crease.i in » larger ratio than theincrease of aub- 
Seribers be meutioned the fact that a switch- 
board built fur the Buffalo Exchange, which bas 
wne-fourth as many sulseribers as the Metro- 

Mian, cost oniy $10,000 to $15,000. He said 

t he estimated the life of ateleyhone wire in 
the country tobe 12 years. It was wuch less in 
the cities, dn reaponse to questions by Mr. Ains- 
worth, he said that he was vot aware of the fact 
that there was a wire now running between 
New-York and Albany which had been working 
for 40 years, and also another wire running be- 
tween Syracuse and Oswego which had been 
Working tor over 22 years as a telegraph wire, 
and was now being used as a telephone wire, 
He thought that such might be the case with No. 
G or No. 4 wires. 

At this interesting juncture one of the line- 
men of the company presented for the com- 
mittee’s inspection some bundles of rusty and 
Gilapidated wire, which, he said, had been 
brought from Nassau-street, where they had been 
in service for three years. Mr. Ainsworth 
wanted to know exactly where they came from, 
but the man sald that one of the reporters had 
changed the jabels attached to them, and con- 
Bequently Le was unable to suy. The statement 
Was recklessly made, and, afew moments later, 
the nan acknowledged that none of the reporters 
had touched the wires, but that somebody had 
done so. In the opinion of the telephone experts 
present the wire was utterly worn cut, and fully 
exemplitied the disastrous effect which the salty 
air of this city has — telephone wires. 

Mr. Ainsworth called Mr. Camp’s attention to 
the fact that by dividing the company’s annual 
Det earnings, dividends, and operating expenses 
by the number of subscribers a result was ob- 
tained which did not sustain the theory aa- 
Vanced thatthe expense of conducting a Tele- 
— Exchange increasing in something 

© geometrical progression as the num- 
ber of subacribers increased. Mr. Camp 
acknowledged that the figures seemed to 
appose the theory, but said. that as the 
Fears went by the business was conduct- 

more economically and consequently the 
theoretical increase had not made its appear- 
auce. Mr, Ainsworth went further and said 
shat from thecowpany’s figures it appeared that 
ihe cost of service has been reduced froin $109 
per subscriber in 1881 to $66 in 1887. This was 
knovk-duwn blow to the geometrical progres- 
Sion theory, and Mr. Camp looked very serious 
and said that he wanted time iu which to an- 
ewer the question. 

Auditor Guerry, of the Metropolitan Company, 
Produced a table showing that the original cost 
pf the company’s plaut was $600,000; on March 
B. 1887, the investment in plant was $1,871,-

THE MAYORS OBSTRUCTION. 


A RBEASON FOR THE PROMPT IMPROVE- 
MENT OF ELM-STREET. 

In speaking of the attitude of Mayor 
Hewitt on the opening of Elw-street, as ex- 
pressed at a meeting of the Board of Street 
Openings on Monday, a prominent citizen ex- 
pressed himself yesterday as follows: 

“T cannot understand the Mayor’s position 
on this question. It appears to me iUogical., 
He appears to be in favor of the Elim-street 
opening, and he also says thata rapid transit 
four-track underground railroad 1s greatly need- 
ed. Bat because he had ‘received strong in- 
timation’ that a railroaG corporation stood 
ready to supply this need he 1s opposed both 
to the opening of the street and to the rapid 
transit railroad—at least for the present. Now, 


I have no interest in this railroad corpora- 
tion, if it exists, nor have I any interest 
in the opening of Elm-street, except that tt 
would furnish what everybody concedes - to 
be a necessity—some relief to Broadway and 
to down-town traffic generally below Four- 
teenth-street. But it appears to me 
that the railroad scheme, if any such 
scheme exists,is the best of the two and fur- 
nishes the strongest argument in favor of the 
speedy opening of the street. If there is any- 
thing that New-York needs more than all else it 
is real rapid transit, not the kind of rapid transit 
that the elevated roads furnish, but transit that 
will take passengers from the Battery to Harlem 
River in 15 or 20 minntes, or to the Grand Cen- 
tral Stationin 8 minutes. This is what the pub- 
lic wants, and I apprehend that the public cares 
very little whether a ‘railroad corporation’ or 
what corporation or company supplies it so long 
as the public is accommodated in «a proper man- 
ner and at reasonable rates.

LIQUOR DEALERS ACTIVE. 


DISCUSSING A PLAN OF ACTION DURING 
THE LEGISLATIVE SESSION, 


The Liquor Dealers’ Association met yes- 
terday afternoon at its headquarters, in Union- 
square, ana discussed a plan of action for this 
Winter's legislative campaign. This will bo an 
aggressive one, in order to counteract the an- 
tagonistic policy of Messrs. Crosby and Hamil- 
ton. “ We propose,” said the liquor dealera, “to 
fight for our mghts and resist oppression. A 


committee is preparing a bill that will cover the 
question fairly, and which we shall offer as a 
substitute for the measures of the anti-saloon 
and temperance factions. We hold that our 
business is legitimate, and that we are entitled 
to recognition just as much as any other kind of 
a dealer. 

“We appreciate the situation of affairs and 
have ‘sized up’ the strength of the enemy. We 
will not be caught napping and there will be 
plenty of money for the sinews of war. We are 
willing to meet our opponents on a fair fleld and 
argue this question on a business basis. We 
will accept the Hewitt measure in regard to the 
Sunday business and make no kick against the 
license issue, but the Civil Damage act, which is 
@ gross injustice to the liquor dealers, must be 
modified so as to throw the whole responsibility 
upon the dealer. The property holder is lia- 
ble now, and we want to exempt him. The man- 
agement of the Astor estate will not rent prop- 
erty for saloon purposes any more and the 
Equitable Insurance Cowpany has frozen us out 
also, though, as a matter of fact, they permita 
mill to be run in their building at 120 Broad way. 
Pruperty owners are scared by the Civil Dam- 
age act, and their attitude is injurious. We have 
been trying to get conies of the bills that the 
temperance people intend to put in this Winter, 
but all we can getis the gistof them. We have 
had stenographers at temperance meetings, so 
you can judge that we are wide awake and alert 
to keep up with the times.”

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FAILURE OF AN OLD HOUSE | 


D. DH CASTRO & OO. MAKE 
AN ASSIGNMENT. 
LIABILITIES NEARLY $1,000,000—assETS 
ABOUT THE SAME FiGURE—FOREIGN- 

ERS CHIEFLY INTERESTED, 


The rumors which spread through the 
down-town district late yesterday afternoon 
that financial difficulties encompassed D. de 
Castro & Co. preceded the firm’s assignment for 
the benefit of its creditors by halfan hour. The 
concern has offices at 54 William-street. It is 
widely known in business circles, inasmuch as 
for many years it has been one of the best houses 
engaged in the Central and South American 
trade. Ithas correspondents in nearly every 
quarter of the globe, and its transaetions have 
reached the figures which accompany only a 
business of magnitude, and with special part- 
ners, whose interest amounted to $400,000, its 
credit has ranked high. 

There are no preferences named in the general 
assignment that was made yesterday. The As- 
signees is Henvy W. Barnes, for years a confi- 
dential clerk and general manager of the firm’s 
affairs. He is, in fact, about the only person 
outside of the firm itself who is well posted on 
its affairs and possessed of the knowledge of the 
scope, nature, and extent of its transactions 
necessary to carry out the duties of the Assignees. 
Just what the liabilities are, and the exact 


amount of the assets to offset them, have not yet 
been ascertained, but they will both be some- 
where between $750,000 and $1,000,000, as far 
as the Assignee, or his attorney, William Nelson 
Cromwell, who is the Assignee of Henry 8. Ives 
& Co., has been able to determine, So far it is 
alsc these gentlemen’s belief that the creditors 
will be paid in full tor their claims, and 

even if the assets fail to meet the 
claims against the estate, the $400,000 special 
capital will suffice to make up any difference 
that may exist. Most of the indebtedness is 
held abroad, and tbe creditors are said to ba 


worid, The claims held in New-York and the 
rest of this country are estimated at between 


all, heid by bankers who have taken the firm’s 
paper in the shape of bills drawn by D. de 
Castro & Co, against foreign consignments. And 
vbe value of this paper to the suspended firm is 
something which time and the ability of the 
South Americans and other correspondents to 
settle up will have to determine. From the 
nature of the case, no meeting of craditors is 
likeiy to be held itnmediately, the bulk of the 
indebtedness being out of the country. 

“General debility” is assigned by Mr. Crom- 
well as one of the causes of the suspension of 
D, de Castro & Co. Besides the prevalent 
revolutions in Central and South American 
States have seriously cut into its resources. 
This has been especially the casein the United 
States of Colombia. Many thousands of dollars 
are now owed the firm in South America, and 
the prolonged delay in payments hus been more 
than the concern has been able to stand up 
under. 

As 1t existed at the time of the assignment,the 
firm of D. de Castro & Co. consisted of Fernando 
Parraga, general partner; Diego de Castro, spe- 
cial, and Joaquin de Mier, special. Mr. Parraga 
is the unly wember of the firm in the United 
States, Messrs. de Castro and de Mier both live 
in Paris. Each of them put $200,000 capital into 
the tirm when they went in as specials. The 
present partuership was to have run until Juue, 
1892. It was first formed nearly six years ago, 
and was to exist for five vears. At the end of 
that time, in June, 1887, it was renewed, a 
clause permitting an agreement to that effect 
having been part of the comuvact originally en- 
tered into by the subscribers. 

D. de Castro & Co. bas been a big house with 
a far-reaching trade ever since the memory of 
the average down-town merchant began to 
gather facts for future reference, It was an 
important concern 25 years ago, when it was 
demg the same kind of business it has ever 
since kept un—dealing in both exports and im- 
ports, bringing inSouth American products and 
sending out goods calculated to find a market 
In those countries and their neighbors just 
north of them inthe neighborhood of the Ista- 
mus of Panama. On commission it handled a 
wide range ofarticles,and it did a thriving 
business for more years than the every-day man 
likes to acknowledge he has passed. The head 
of the old firm, Diego de Castro, withdrew from 
the concern as a general partner atthe time the 
new partrership was formed. He left bebind 
him his name, however, and it still appearsin the 
tirm’s title. Besides, he invested $200,000 as a 
special partner, an evidence that his busiuess 
career had been a profitable one and that he 
was not at all tired of the field of operations. 

Among the sugar men the news of the suspen- 
sion spread first, but it was se late in the day 
when it got abroad that it was not generally 
kuown even in their district before the close of 
business. It did not get into Wall-street at all. 
This was due to the lateness of the hour at 
which the assignment was filed—it was nearly 
4 o'clock. It is understood that the question of 
going into the bands of an Assignee was not 
settied definitely until Monday. There is no be- 
hef down town that the failure is likely to in- 
volve any other firms here.

A KEEPER IN CHARGE. 

Beechinor, Healy & Conway, dry goods 
merchants at 809 and 811 Broadway, are re- 
ported in financial difficulties, aud yesterday 
Under Sheriff Sexton placed a keeper in charge 
of the store on an attachment for $1,470 in 
favor of Passavant & Co. The firm is composed 
of Robert J. Beechinor, Richard Healy, and 
Thomas J. Conway. They began business on 


Sept. 15 with $40,000 cash capital, of which Mr. 
Beechinor, itis said, contributed $20,000, Mr. 
Healy $15,000, and Mr. Conway $5,000. They 
had all been employes of A. T. Stewart & Co, 
and successors fur many years. Bradstreet’s re- 
ports state that they leased the whole building 
ior 10 yoars, at an average rental of $17,000a 
year, aud put in a large tine stock of dry goods, 
They also arranged with parties to take depart- 
nents with them, such as shoes, china, glass- 
ware, &., who gave the firm a percentage of 
tbe gross sales. The firm began in splendid 
style, in the Jarge new white building, but the 
Weather was against them, they had’strong com- 
petition with large and wealthy houses, had 
large expenses, and not sufficient capital. It is 
said in the trade that they have suuk $20,000 in 
the three months they have been in business, 
They bought on short time, bills were coming 
due, and creditors became anxious for their 
woney. 

Atthe store yesterday neither Mr. Healy nor 
Mr. Conway would say anything regarding the 
firm’s affairs. In the trade the liabilities are re- 
ported ut $60,000 and assets $80,000. 8S. F. 
Kneeland, represeuting H. B. Claflin & Co. and 
other creditors, places the liabilities. Several of 
the creditors said yesterday that the firm bad an 
assignment in preparation which may be filed 
to-day, C. A. Braiwan to be the Assignee.
